Too many fish in the sea

The Jolly Poisson, at the Children’s Inn, 
342 Longwood Ave., Boston; telephone 
731-4700; open Monday-Thursday 11:30- 
2:15 and 5:30-9, Saturdays and Sundays 
12-9; liquor service; most major credit 
cards accepted. 


Eating here was a shot in the dark, and 
it pretty much missed. 

The problem is not that the Jolly 
Poisson and the hotel it’s in are owned by 
Children’s Hospital and therefore the food 
puts one in mind of hospital cuisine, 
which it doesn’t exactly, but that the food 
is altogether what one expects. 
Uninspired in concept and quality, it 


. nearly foils one’s attempt to compose an 


interesting review. It should be obvious to 
readers of any criticism, whether of books, 
films, music or restaurants, that critics 
are most at home when dealing with 
either the very superior or the very 
abysmal; the relentlessly mediocre is a 
bitch to recapitulate. 

Nelson Algren once said, never play 
poker with a man named-Pops, never eat 
at a place called Mom’s, and never sleep 
with anyone more screwed up than you. I 
don’t think I’ve done any of those things 
very often, but I have dined at countless 
establishments called the “jolly,” 

” or “bountiful” something-or- 
‘other and I now think you’d have a better 
chance.at blackjack with Pops 
(incidentally, also avoid a place called 
+ The Yum Yum Tree in Denver). 

The Jolly Poisson is a 
.. fish place set in the Children’s Inn’s 
Brutaliét poured concrete mall. 


imaginable seafaring cliche — captain’s 
chairs, harpoons, life preservers and other 
gestalt-setting gewgaws. Throw in a few 
plants all hung the same short distance 
from the ceiling, a few large and 

unappealing oil paintings and a red-and- 
green plaid carpet, and you get the idea. 

The waitress was kind enough to warn 
us about the crabmeat cocktail supreme 
($2.25) and so we settled on the chowder 
(80 cents), which was the texture of rice 
pudding, a sure sign no one had 
to dilute the condensed mixture properly. 
The lobster Savannah ($7.75) was a 
selection of previously frozen lobster 
chunks sauteed in butter and served in a 
cream sauce with mushrooms, pimientos 
and green peppers. Though edible, it was 
no great compliment to the lobster. The 
coquilles Saint Jacques ($5.95) was 
similarly haphazard, its white wine sauce 
making little impression. Among the few 
beef selections on the menu, we had the 
eight-ounce broiled sirloin ($6.25, 
complete dinner). Our waitress did not 
ask us how we wanted it done and it came 
medium. Sometimes there’s nothing to 
say about a steak; this was one of those 
times. 

The best aspect here is the salad bar, 
which we'd give a 7.5 on a scale of one to 
10. Some of the better ingredients beneath 
the sneeze-guard were cole slaw with 
raisins, cottage cheese, marinated olives, 
and cauliflower beets and potato salad. 

The Jolly Poisson does a plain, 
undistinguished job of serving what many 
people think they want to eat; in some 
small Midwestern cities, this would be the 
town’s culinary palace. In Boston, it’s just 
another fish in the sea.

Mental institutions: 
two views 


As a former psychiatric patient who 
spent seven months in Massachusetts 
Mental Health Center, I feel obliged to 
respond to Susan Abrams'’s article (June 
22) on the treatment of mental patients. 
I must remain anonymous, for, as 
Abrams reports, the stigma of ex- 
patienthood is all too prevalent and 
damaging, even in these times when the 
quest for self-knowledge seems 
universally acceptable. Unfortunately, 
this factor is the only point Abrams 
raises that I can accept as completely 
accurate. 


At this time, three years after my 
discharge from the hospital, I can look 
back at the period of my hospitalization 
as the most constructive, indeed, the 
most liberating period of my life. Having 
entered the hospital with suicide on my 
mind, I spent months seeking 
alternatives with staff members who 
were caring, understanding and warm 
human beings. I was never drugged, and 
observed that the great majority of 
patients who received pharmacotherapy 
sensed their need for drugs. Drug 
treatment appeared to have been highly 
individualized, and when patients 
experienced adverse reactions, as some 
did, they received prompt attention. 


Contrary to Abrams’s descriptions, 
patients, during my hospital experience, 
were encouraged to talk and share 
feelings. Yes, there are hours of 
unstructured time in mental hospitals, 
but the purpose of hospitalization is not 
entertainment. Often, one is 


hospitalized because he/she cannot bear. 


to think about his/her problems without 
acting to alleviate the pain in a manner 
that is self-destructive. In a hospital, 
one is expected to examine his/her 
problems 'in a safe environment. 
Sometimes, hospitalized people cannot 
bear their pain and react violently 
toward either themselves or others, and 
on those occasions seclusion or 
restriction to certain rooms are 
employed. There were times while I was 
hospitalized that I felt threatened by 
another patient’s behavior, or when I 


felt troubled by self-destructive feelings. | 


» «On those occasions, I appreciated the 
methods of seclusion or restriction. At 
no time did I see a staff member abuse 
his/her power to seclude or restrict. I 
suspect that “Selma” was secluded for 
justifiable reason, not punishment, and 
I suspect that the writer was quick to 
judge her situation without adequate 
basis. 

Indeed many facilities for psychiatric 
treatment are backward and in need of 
reform. Certainly the facilities that 
house mental patients, including 
MMHC, need modernization. That 
adequate mental health care and 
rehabilitation receive low priority in 
state budgets is also certain, and the 
MPLF and Abrams are correct to 
mention these problems. 


‘One of these days, that little Carter kid’s gonna amount to somethin’’ 


To regard mental illness as romantic 
or creative, however, is an abomination. 
One needs only to visit a mental hospital 
to learn this. It’s not fun, as a patient, to 
find that a friend, free of those “‘awful” 
restrictions, has hanged himself, or to 
witness a woman screaming at a rapist 
who is invisible to another’s eye. - 

I think that there are few R.P. 
McMurphys on psychiatric wards. I 
never met a Nurse Ratched. I am sorry 
Abrams has been seduced by romantic 
notions and rhetoric of politicized pain. 
Frankly, it hurts me to find someone 
both negating an experience that gave 


me a new chance at life and discrediting 


people, ‘“‘psychiatrist-oppressors” 
included, who respect the right of a 


~ human being to repair his/her life. 


I hope the changes that I mentioned 
can be made. I suspect, however, that 
they can only be achieved through 
serious work without the bravado.

Last year I was freaking out. Out of 
despair, one day I struck a nurse. 

“Did you see that?!’ — “That was the 
frosting on the cake!”’ “I think that what 
you need is to go to Westboro. You’re 
kept safe there . . .” I was held in the OT 


room until a waiting ambulance arrived © 


to ship me off there. 

I was put in a cell by myself. I was a 
“Prisoner of Chillon” communicating 
with the endless expanse of glazed block 
as it amplified the noises of the 
institution. The boredom was 
“suffocating,” and there was no chance 


to see a shrink. 

Eventually, I was readmitted back to 
the hospital where I had struck the 
nurse. This time my pills were large, 
glazed, and blue. The head of my 
“team,” without my knowing, had 
decreed a change in my meds: 
“Diagnosis: Schizophrenic. 30 mg 
Stelazene.” 

Slowly, over the next four months my 
condition steadily worsened. Ever 
looked at a glowing ember and imagined 
it to be your burning nervous system? 
And replete with such side effects as 
heavy breathing, drooling, eyes rolled 
back and fluttering, speech and thought 
paralysis, and zombie gait. 

“His body’ll get used to it”; “It’s got 
to come from him,” said two of the 
nurses. 

“He insists on annoying us with his 
stuttering and his jiggling his leg,” said 
the doctor in “group therapy.” Turning 
to me, he said, “If you think you’re a 
danger to yourself or to others, then you 
should go back to Westboro.” He filled 
out another order for an increase in. 
Stelazene, with cogentin added. 

My family and a radically different 
doctor intervened and I soon recovered. 
If I was kept on that medication at that 
dosage, I could quite possibly have 
become a victim of tardive dyskinesia 
(permanent brain damage due to 
overdrugging over a long period of time). 

I hope the Phoenix and other papers 
continue to expose the psychiatric 
establishment in our society.

When I heard that Capitol would be 
releasing another Beatles rehash, I 
expected a lot of Revolver to Abbey 
Road material (which is perhaps more in 
line with what the Wings-bred New 
Generation Who’ve Never Heard of the. 
Beatles, which this package would be 
aimed at, might be able to assimilate). 
Instead, I was delighted to find not only 
that it was weighted toward the earlier 
years but that it included a good chunk 
of the Beatles’ versions of classic rockers 
from the 50s. People who tend to think 
of the Beatles as writers as much as (or 


-maybe more than) performers will find 


that the boys could take a familiar old 
song like “Long Tall Sally’ and deliver 
an absolutely smashing interpretation.

Bulger says, ‘We'll fight them,’ 


as towns roll back welcome mat

There he was last fall — the handsome 
Senator with the boyish grin, known to 
many of his constituents as Billy. His 
South Boston district was being torn 
apart by a federal court mandate. But he 
was far away from his home territory, ad- 
dressing a Republican meeting in swanky 
Manchester-by-the-sea, where the air is 
salty and the homes are huge. It was 
ironic: the Democratic Senator from the 
inner-city was telling the affluent subur- 
ban set that he has as much right to play 
on their beaches as they have to stroll on 
Boston Common. 

The Republicans, though, did not want 
to listen to their invited guest, Senator 
William Bulger, and turned, as one re- 
porter saw it, “stone deaf.” 

Even before the icy reception, the Sena- 
tor was working at a disadvantage: the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
had recently declared his beach access bill 
illegal on the grounds that it would take 
private property for public use without 
adequate compensation to owners. “All it 
would have done is give all the people a 
lateral right of passage on the 1200 miles 
of Massachusetts beaches,” says Bulger. 


R. G. Pushkar is a Boston area freelancer 
and a former television newsman in New 
Hampshire. 


“It didn’t deal with how the people got 
there — only with the right. once they’re 
there to walk along the shore between cer- 
tain times.” 

As Bulger sees it, ““We’re attempting to 
define a right we believe already exists. 
Most shore owners have no objections 
whatsoever. The alarm that has mounted 
on this subject has obscured the very limi- 
ted purpose of this legislation.” 

Bulger’s campaign to free the beaches 
has touched sensitive nerves in coastal 
communities and collided with mounting 
opposition, though he mustered enough 
votes in the Senate to pass his bill. The 
House sent the legislation to the high 
court, which issued the advisory opinion 
declaring it illegal. Two laws — the right 
of private property and the right of the 
public to use the beaches — clash head- 
on. Over the years, the courts have deci- 
ded on a case-by-case basis policies and 
laws that vary from state to state. No na- 
tional policy exists on access to beaches, 
so it’s generally a state problem. 

In 1972, a legislative commission 
headed by Senator Bulger began an inves- 
tigation of beach problems in the Bay 
State. Its Third Interim Report, issued 
last August, revealed a potpourri of pub- 
lic policies, discrimination in many forms, 
questionable management and opera- 
tion, and outright violation of certain 
state laws.

Massachusetts has about 1200 miles of 
coastline, but only about one-sixth (235 
miles) is devoted to public use. Within a 
30-mile radius of Boston where two-thirds 
of the population lives, only 25 percent of 
~ coastline is open to the general pub- 

ic. 

Beaches run by the federal and state 
governments only number 20 of 267, ac- 
cording to the Department of Environ- 
mental Management. In most cases, these 
beaches are open to the public at large on 
equal terms. 

The state’s other beaches are managed 
by municipalities (188) and organized pri- 


vate groups (59), such as local beach asso- — 


ciations and trustees of reservations. At 
certain beaches in these categories dis- 
crimination in many forms is practiced 
with impunity. 

Town policies on beach use vary from 
place to place, of course, but there is evi- 
dence of a trend toward an outsiders- 
unwelcome attitude. A Manchester cop, 
when asked where to park for the beach, 
snapped: “There’s no parking here.” 
Pointing north as if he’d rehearsed it 
many times, he added, “Gloucester has 
lots of beaches. Just stay on this road 
about four or five miles.” Just keep going. 

The special counsel to the Bulger Com- 
mission, Boston University Law School 
Professor David Rice, observes: “There 
are areas concerning the beach question 
in which the public has rights of which 
they are unaware because of legal as- 
sumptions and types of developments 
that have occurred.” To gain redress, 
however, would mean either violating a 


: _ daw, getting arrested and going to court or :: 


bringing suit. Despite Massachusetts’ re- 
putation as a politically activist state, 
there have been surprisingly few challen- 
ges, even from organized groups. 
However, an out-of-court challenge did 
take place last year on the Fourth of July 
at the Kennedy family compound in 
Hyannis Port. Ned Coll, a 1960s-style 


activist from Hartford, along with a group 
of inner-city kids, defied the gate and 
guard and demanded to swim on the pri- 
vate beach. To avoid a scene, a family 
member invited them in, allowed them to 
swim, fed them and sent them home. Coll 
believes there should be no private 
beaches anywhere and vows he’ll con- 
tinue to fight to free them. 

The law that still governs judicial 
opinion on beach matters in Massachu- 
setts is the Old Colony Ordinance of 1647, 
which even today allows private owner- 
ship of beach property all the way to the 
average mean low tide. Most other coastal 
states recognize the mean high water 
mark as the outer limit of ownership; at 
low tide between the low and high water | 
marks, anyone can frolic to Ris heart’s 
content. But not in Massachusetts. 

The 1647 ordinance did ptovide for 
public rights of navigation, fishing, and 
fowling, but this doesn’t mean you can 
anchor your boat on a private beach. It 
means you can, at high tide, navigate over 
private sea water. The right to fish on pri- 
vately held shore hasn’t been tested in a 
while; fowling at the seaside is quite un- 
common. 

In its ruling on the Bulger bill, the state 
Supreme Judicial Court based its opinion 
primarily on the colonial ordinance. Rice, 
the prime architect of the bill, believes 
the court “has a strong awareness of his- 
tory and their decision was clear evi- 
dence of it.” He says the tradition of 
interpreting old laws in a purely histori- 
cal perspective was a weighty : factor in the 
Tuling, although swimmingiin the Puri- 
tan Bay Colony was mostly for éleansing, 
not recreation. “I still think the court was 
wrong in its decision,” Rice adds.

Dynamiters call for Puerto Rican 
independence and freedom for five nationalist prisoners |

More than one terrorist group or in- 
dividual had threatened to disrupt New 
England’s Fourth of July celebration this 
year — and more than one group or in- 
dividual certainly made the attempt. But 
by the time the long Bicentennial week- 
end had ended — a weekend marked by 
the firebombings and dynamitings of an 
airplane, truck, courthouse, post office, 
bank, shopping mall, fire station and, yes, 
even a mountain — law enforcement offi- 
cials were feeling, if anything, relieved. 

Not only did we survive what both left- 


wing bombers seeking prison reforms and 
right-wing bombers out to stop busing 
had doubtlessly envisioned as the climax 
of their activities without a single bomb- 
ing-related injury (though one Eastern 
airlines employee barely escaped with his 
life), but the FBI was expressing con- 
fidence, once the dust had cleared, that 
their foiling of the attempted dynamiting 
of the Topsfield State Police barracks — 
and a subsequent pair of arrests — may 
well have broken the back of a group they 
believe responsible for most of the des- 
truction. One of the weekend blasts, which 


nearly went unnoticed in the midst of all 
the rest, was the Sunday night explosion, 
causing minor damage, outside the First 
National Bank’s Northgate Shopping 
Center in Revere. Two days later, the 
Phoenix received a communique, resem- 
bling two previous ones, signed by the 
“Sam Melville — Jonathon Jackson 
Unit,” claiming responsibility for the 
bank blast. Unlike the first two Melville- 
Jackson missives, however, it did not de- 
mand prison reforms. This time, the self- 
styled bombers explained, ‘We attack 
this giant of monopoly capitalism in sup- 


port of: (1) Independence for Puerto Rico 
and (2) Immediate release of the Na- 
tionalist Prisoners Oscar Gollazo, Lolita 


Lebron, Rafael Cancel Miranda, Andres“ 


Rigueroa Cordero and Irving Flores.” The 
letter explained that Gollazo “‘s still in 
prison after participating in an at- 
tempted assassination attack on Presi- 
dent Truman in 1950,” and that the four 
others were jailed “after their attack on 
the US Congress in 1954 to bring atten- 
tion to the Puerto Rican Independence 
struggle. All five of these freedom fight-

Burke: What, 
me worried? 


Congressman James A. Burke, who 
represents Dorchester, Hyde. Park and 
the South Shore suburbs, has assured 
the public that reports of his retirement 
were greatly exaggerated: he will seek a 
tenth term in the House, where he is the 
second-ranking Democrat on the Ways 
and Means Committee. In fact, Burke 
has, in effect, pledged to beat his 11th 
District challengers with his hands tied 
behind his back. He will, his aides told 
the Phoenix, stick by a promise he made 
last November to run for re-election 
without raising or spending any money 
to campaign. Burke first made the 
pledge in response to testimony to the 
Securities and Exchange Commission in 
which he was alleged to have received 
illegal corporate cash campai 
donations from the Gulf Oil Company in 
the early 60s. And, in February of this 
year, Burke notified the Federal 
Elections Commission that he was 
“terminating” his fund-raising 
committee. 

“He won’t raise or spend a dime,” a 
Burke aide said. “There will be no 
billboards, no signs, no commercials.” 
How will he run, then? “If there are 
opportunities for him to speak at public 
meetings when the House or his 
committees are not in session, he will 
presumably accept them.” 

Sources close to the Ways and Means 
Committee believe Burke may have 
inadvertently locked himself into a 
difficult position. They point out that he 
apparently borrowed the no-raise, no- 
spend concept from his Ways and 
Means colleague Charles Vanik (D- 
Ohio), who used it with great success 
when the Watergate scandal was 
simmering in 1974. After Vanik 
announced the policy, his only opponent 
quit — but Burke has had no such luck. 
He is facing active opposition from 
Democrat Patrick McCarthy, a former 
’ aide to Congressman Joe Moakley who 
has attacked Burke’s votes on tax reform 
measures, and from Independent 
Danielle deBenedictis, a former 
assistant Attorney General.

A flurry 
of follow-ups 


The Suffolk County grand jury 
investigating allegations of wrongdoing 
in Mayor Kevin White’s administration 
will finally get to hear from the central 
character in the “Warnergate”’ case.

Walking Boston's Streets 


“Stay off the streets during the day, 
evening or nights! . . Do not walk! .. . 
Avoid public transportation! ... Don’t 
think your hotel if safe — it isn’t!” 
These were some of the choicer 
exhortations in “Don’t Be A Victim,” 
the leaflet which served as the Boston 
Police Patrolmen’s Association’s 
Bicentennial gift to thousands of 
Bostonians and tourists. 

Thousands of the leaflets, advising 
the public to “stay away from Boston 
and its Bicentennial attractions,” were 
distributed by off-duty Boston police 
officers (some in uniform) last week. 
Mayor Kevin White, “appalled” 
according to his press release and 
“enraged” according to one aide, 
promptly asked Police Commissioner 
Robert diGrazia to “investigate each 
and every police officer taking part” in 
the leafleting and “if necessary, suspend 
those officers involved.” 


A matter 
of some interest 


Several years ago the state devised a 
sure-fire way to ensure that cities and 
towns collect their property taxes from 
small homeowners: have the banks 
which hold mortgages on the properties 
hold the money in escrow accounts and 
make tax payments every six months. 

Under state law, the banks must pay 
interest on the accounts, but the statute 
doesn’t specify how much. It does say 
the banks can’t make a profit on them. 
According to Fair Share members in 
Cambridge and Somerville, the law’s 
vagueness is allowing some banks to get 
away with extremely low interest rates. 

Fair Share’s primary target is the 
Somerville Savings Bank, which pays 
only one percent. Since banks invest the 
escrow money in short-term federal 
notes which pay five to six percent, 
many mortgagees feel the Somerville 
bank is bilking them. Bank president 
Jack R. Howard says that although his 
accounting department hasn’t 
computed actual figures, even at one 
percent interest “it’s going to be a 
break-even or loss proposition.” 

But here’s what makes Fair Share 
skeptical about Howard’s claim: 
accountants at the Cambridge Savings 
Bank, which holds about as many 
mortgages as the Somerville bank, have 
said they can break even by paying three 
percent interest. They used an expense 
formula devised by the State 
Association of Savings Banks to arrive 
at this conclusion. (Last year, in fact, 
the Cambridge bank paid 4.1 percent, 
but interest on the federal notes has 
since decreased.) After Howard refused 
to attend a meeting with the 
homeowner-protestors two weeks ago, 
they decided to start leafleting at his 
bank’s Union Square office.

Confessions of an anti-Cat-olic.

Some time ago, we considered at 
appropriate length in this space the many 
excellent qualities of dogs, which do not 
get half the credit they deserve. 

That, it turns out, was a mistake. Not 
an error of historic dimensions but a mis- 
take nevertheless: it flushed out the Cat 
People, who have demanded equal time 
(there was one Snake Person, yet such 
people are clearly nuts and beyond any 
assistance from us). 

Now I have nothing against the Cat 
People. It’s just that they are invariably 
terminal victims of the pathetic fallacy, 
attributing to cats those human qualities 
of intelligence and personality which are, 
as we all know, reserved for sharing 
among other mammals solely to dogs. 

That unfortunate condition regrettably 


obscures the Cat Person’s vision to the 


point at which he is no longer able to 
understand the nature of the beast which 
is allowing him to keep it. And since the 


aberration does not ordinarily preclude 


the Cat Person’s participation in other 
aspects of human life (though it can, it 
can), though it certainly seriously affects 
his judgment in ways which we can only 
surmise, some effort must be made, in 
charity, to set matters aright. 

Starting with the thing itself: the cat is 
a quadruped, having one leg at each of 
four corners. It may also come equipped 
with a tail. Your better-looking, basic cat 
will have two ears, one located on each 
side of the head, and when euphoric will 
present an expression remotely remind- 
ing of Brigitte Bardot in a pout. 

Your regular cat — we are dealing here 
only with felix domesticus, an animal 
weighing at maturity between four and, 
say, 30 pounds; if it is bigger than that, do 
not pat it; even if it rolls endearingly on 
its back and purrs a lot, it may be panther 
pardus or some other goddamned thing 
that is trying to entice you close enough to 


-turn you into din-din; and if I were you, I 


wouldn’t’ let my kids scratch its ears 
either unless they’ve been by recent way 
of driving you to distraction — your reg- 
ular cat will generally have hair all over 


- the outside of it. There may be some 


patches missing, if the cat which you are 
inspecting has been competitively amor- 
ous with, presumably, another cat, or 
more valorous than discreet in its deal- 
ings with dogs. 

Now for humans, the significance of the 
hair on the outside of the cat is that it is 
thereby conveniently situated to fall off. 
It is widely believed that cats dispose of 
their old hair twice a year, a process 
called shedding. But a moment’s re- 
flection will inexorably conduce to the 
realization that, were the theory true, 
twice a year we would be surrounded by 
hordes of naked cats. I have kept a close 
surveillance of cats, for reasons which re- 
duce to the premise that I do not trust 
them and they do not trust me — cats are 
sneaky, but they are also acute, recogniz- 
ing at once any primate who has got their 
number — and I have never seen a naked 
cat. Not in Tijuana or Nogales. Not even 
in Seekonk. 

No, your cat, with exquisite malice, 
husbands his worn-out coat until he 
catches you wearing a suit of a color dif- 
ferent from that of his hair. Then he 
leaves some of it on the sofa just before 
you sit down, and some more on the chair 
where you have carelessly draped your 
jacket. Just to be on the safe side, he cyn- 


ically pretends to succumb to an un- 
characteristic affection, which he must 
display by rubbing up against your legs. 
Do not wear a blue suit around a white 
cat. Similarly, beware of black cats when 
attired in tan suits. 

These precautions are advised in 
acknowledgement of the unique qualities 
of used cat hair. Unlike dog hair, cat hair 
does not cling to your outer garments; 
when first installed by the cat, it be- 
comes temporarily invisible. This con- 
dition permits it to pass unnoticed by you 


until it has bonded to the fabric. Your | 


first awareness of its acquisition will 
usually occur when you arise after in- 
troduction to make a speech at a public 
gathering and receive effusive compli- 
ments on the recherche chic of your ele- 
gant new fur trousers. In such circum- 


stances, you may salvage but a modicum | 


of your dignity, which is better than noth- 
ing, by claiming (falsely, of course) that 
you got them at no extra charge with your 
Bill Blass Lincoln Continental Mark IV. 
Meanwhile, you are formulating dark 
plans to kick the living shit out of that cat 
the véry next time you catch him dozing. 
Those plans will be quite soothing to you 
in your rage, and entirely harmless to the 
cat, because you will never catch a cat 
dozing. Cats do not doze, because, like the 
devil, whose familiars they are, they do 
not require sleep. 

Except insofar as it provides entertain- 
ment to dogs in need of exercise, the cat is 
generally of the same quantum of useful- 
ness as the mosquito. It does possess the 
cleverness to extract voluntary compli- 
ance from humans in the satisfaction of 
its nutritive needs, accepting food which 
they have purchased for it instead of suck- 
ing their blood. But that is because cats 
cannot fly, and would be very easy to swat 
if they did; cats know this and act ac- 
cordingly. 

Cats can climb, with full proficiency, 
and they are good at stalking, which is 
bad for songbirds and smaller rodents 
such as chipmunks (you may have heard 
that cats relish mice and rats, animals or- 
dinarily disliked by most humans; this is 
said to have been formerly the case, but 
recent research has conclusively estab- 
lished that no mouse or rat has been at- 
tacked by a cat since Puss’n Boots did the 
fade; they live exclusively on filets now, 
most of them demanding sauce ber- 
naise). 

It is true that cat, properly prepared, 
may be eaten; indeed, many reportedly 
were, usually served up with bean sprouts 
and water chestnuts and called chicken, 
until the Board of Health cracked down. 
Of course a rattlesnake may also be eat- 


-en, which is nice for a Green Beret on a 


training mission, otherwise doomed to 
starvation, but unappealing to the educa- 
ted palate. That is regrettable, because 
cats breed with almost human enthu- 
siasm and even less thought for the mor- 
row; a general acceptance of their tender- 
ness and flavor would certainly do much 
to alleviate food problems in Rangoon. 
The Cat Person, if he knows any of this, 
declines to credit it. The Cat Person, 
could he but admit the extremity of his 
position, is actually engaged in repres- 
sive displacement: what he really wants is 
a dog, and he will prove it by writing a let- 
ter as soon as he has read these truths.

At 11:42 on the morning of 
June 2, Don Bolles, a reporter for 
the Arizona Republic, climbed 
into his white Datsun outside a 
Phoenix hotel. Moments later a 
remote control bomb under the 
driver’s seat was detonated; 11 
days later, after both his legs and 
an arm had been amputated, 
Bolles died. 


The bare facts of Bolles’s mur- 


der have been widely circulated: 


the promise of information that 
lured him to the hotel, his half- 
hour wait for an informant who 
never appeared, and the mys- 
terious words he whispered to 
the paramedics who were first on 
the scene: “Mafia . . . . Emprise 
. They finally got me.” 


On June 14, the Boston Globe 
carried a short Associated Press 
story on Bolles’s death that in- 
cluded the Emprise reference 
and described Emprise as “a cor- 
poration that court testimony 
had linked to organized crime. 


“Emprise is a sports conces- 
sionaire that once owned a half 
interest in dog racing tracks in 
Arizona,”” the AP story noted. 

. Bolles had written several 
stories about organized crime 
and Emprise during his 14 years 
with the Arizona Republic.” 


To the average reader of the 
item, Bolles’s murder would ap- 
pear nothing more than a tragic 
event in a faraway place. The 
story provided little detail about 
‘the Emprise Corp., and con- 
tained no suggestion that Em- 
‘prise had any links to the New 
England area. In fact, though,

there are. The Phoenix has 
learned that: 

— The people who control the 
Buffalo-based Emprise Corp. — 
three brothers named Jeremy, 
Max and Lawrence Jacobs — are 
the same Jacobs brothers who 
last fall purchased the Boston 
Bruins hockey club and the Bos- 
ton Garden. 

— In addition to writing stor- 
ies in 1969 and 1970 that first re- 
vealed the extent of Emprise’s 
influence over Arizona dog 
tracks, reporter Bolles was an 
important witness on the com- 
pany’s operations during a con- 
gressional investigation in 1972. 

— According to sworn tes- 


timony given that congressional 
committee, Jeremy Jacobs in 


1970 approved and partially fin-~ 


anced the bugging of Bolles’s 
phone. The allegation was never 
proven; Jacobs, who denied the 
charge at the time, could not be 
reached by the Phoenix last week 
for comment. 

In fairness, it should be noted 
that Bolles’s dying reference to 
Emprise may well turn out to be 
a bad lead. To date, there has 
been only one arrest in the case, 
that of an Arizona. tow truck 
operator (whose name was also 
mentioned by the injured Bolles) 
with reported ties to local dog 
tracks, and there has been no 


suggestion from authorities there 
that the suspect was acting on 
orders of Emprise officials. One 
law enforcement source close to 
the probe, while emphasizing the 
case was far from solved, told the 
Phoenix last week that the mur- 
der probe “just doesn’t seem to 
be going in the direction of Em- 
prise,” and there were pub- 
lished reports last week that po- 
lice had questioned a prominent 
Arizona liquor wholesaler who 
had also been the subject of 
Bolles reportage. 

But no matter where the probe 
into Bolles’s murder eventually 
leads, it is difficult to under- 
stand how Boston’s dailies, in re-

the fact that Emprise is con- 
trolled by the Jacobs brothers — 
who now own the Bruins. 

Bolles wrote his first inves- 
tigative piece on Emprise in Oc- 
tober of 1969. Under the head- 
line, ‘N.Y. firm in quiet control 
of most racing tracks here,” 
_ Bolles began: “A huge New York 
~ firm is gradually getting control 
-of all horse and dog racing in Ari- 
zona. The Emprise Corp. of Buf- 
falo, N.Y., has majority stock 
control in six of the seven firms 
which run dog racing in the 
state, and is part owner of the 
seventh.” 

As he began his probe, Bolles 
could hardly have realized how 
large an outfit he was writing 
® about. It would not be until 1973, 
when the Dayton Daily News as- 
g signed two investigative repor- 
© ters to Emprise for a 10-month 
period, that the real size of the 
conglomerate became apparent. 
The News concluded that the 
Jacobs empire, begun in 1915 as 
a theater peanut concession, now 
consisted of nearly 200 subsi- 
diaries employing more than 
60,000 people (many of them 
seasonal) with gross revenues of 
between $125 to $160 million a 
year. Emprise was “the world’s 
largest operator of food conces- 
sions at sporting events,” said 
the News, which also reported 


the empire had “direct links to. 


organized crime figures.” 

As he investigated Emprise in 
Arizona, Bolles came to many of 
the same conclusions the News 
team would arrive at. But there 
would be at least one difference 
between Bolles and his Dayton 
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counterparts: in 1972, Bolles 
went before a congressional com- 
mittee investigating organized 
crime in horse racing and tes- 
tified about Emprise. 

“The first thing we found,” 
Bolles told the House Select 
Committee on Crime at its May 
16, 1972 session, “was that there 
was a continual association [in- 
volving Emprise] with organ- 
ized crime figures over a 35-year 
period.” Later he told the com- 
mittee, “We found there had 
been a seduction of public offi- 
cials and use of well-respected 
front men to accomplish its ob- 
jectives.” Finally: “The third 
[finding] was that Emprise has, 

‘in my opinion, had a gradual 
shift from a concession to an 
ownership position in the [Ari- 
zona] tracks and elsewhere 
through the use of high-interest 
loans.” 

The latter allegation would be 
repeated by the Daily News 
team in 1973. “One of the con- 
glomerate’s chief functions is to 
act as unofficial and sometimes 
hidden banker for major league 
sports teams, race tracks and 
other businesses,”’ the News re- 
ported. ‘In return for millions of 
dollars in loans, Emprise. . . has 
gained a stranglehold of in- 
fluence, sometimes even taking 
over outright control or own- 

' ership in a manner suggesting 

loan sharking on a big business 
scale.” The News reported that 


Emprise had lent money to at 
least four major league baseball 
teams [the Chicago White Sox, 
Detroit Tigers, Montreal Expos, 
and Milwaukee Brewers], one 
major league hockey team [the 
St. Louis Blues}, and numerous 
racetracks. 

Bolles’s testimony before the 
Crime Committee zeroed in on 
one other subject: the alleged 
bugging in 1970 of his home 
phone. Bolles testified that in 
August of 1970 he met with an 
informant named George Harry 
Johnson. Johnson, a former em- 
ployee at a dogtrack that Em- 
prise co-owned with an Arizona 
group headed by Albert and 
Bradley Funk, claimed that at 
the Funks’ behest he had “in- 
vestigated” Bolles along with a 
US congressman and several 
other people whom the Funks 
considered a threat to their rac- 
ing interests. Testified Bolles: 
“Johnson basically told us .. . 
that he had caused a wiretap to 
be placed on my personal tele- 
phone at home; that he had used 
a banker to get into my private 
bank account; that he had used a 
telephone company employee to 
get out my records of telephone 
calls that I had made over quite 
a period of time.” Bolles was 
asked who had hired Johnson for 
the task. Said Bolles: “He [John- 
son] said it was the Funks and 
Emprise.” 

George Harry Johnson was 


even more specific when he ap- 
peared before the Crime Com- 
mittee. Testified Johnson: 
“Bradley Funk told me that they 
{the Funks] had to clear this 
with Jeremy Jacobs, because, af- 
ter all, the Jacébs firm was go- 
ing to pay 80 percent of it.” 
Both Jeremy Jacobs and his 
brother Max would later appear 
before the committee as well; 
both would deny Johnson’s 
charges. Said Max: “I have nev- 
er met George Johnson, never 
spoken with George Johnson, 
have never authorized any ac- 
tivity of George Johnson.” Said 
Jeremy: “I have no knowledge of 
any such activity [wiretapping], 
and I would have never ap- 
proved of such conduct.” 
Johnson’s charges were never 
proven, although a federal grand 
jury reportedly looked into them. 
But the Bolles-Emprise story 
hardly stops there. In 1972 a fed- 


eral court found Emprise guilty 


of failing to disclose an interest 
in a Las Vegas casino, and in the 
wake of that conviction Emprise 
faced possible loss of racing per- 
mits and liquor licenses in sev- 
eral states. Bolles stayed on the 
trail as Emprise went through 
some complex manipulations, 
transferring ownership on many 
of its holdings to a new com- 
pany, called Sportsystems, 
which was controlled by the Jac- 
obs Brothers. (‘‘Ultimate con- 
trol over the Emprise empire 


would-remain in the Jacobs fam- 
ily,” a 1976 report done for the 
Arizona Attorney General states, 
“but a ‘clean corporation’ would 
be substituted for the tainted 
linchpin of the Jacobs corporate 
interests.”’) 

Columnist Jack Anderson re- 
ports that Bolles, frustrated that 
there had been no reforms in the 
Arizona racing industry, asked 
to be taken off the investigative 
beat about a year ago. At the 
time of his death, Bolles was as- 
signed to the Arizona state legis- 


lature; his fatal journey to a-° 


Phoenix hotel June 2 in pursuit 
of a tip on land fraud involving 
local politicians was apparently 
not tied to any longterm inves- 
tigative project he had under- 
way. 

But while Bolles first encoun- 
tered Emprise and the Jacobs 
brothers back in 1969, New Eng- 
landers did not generally be- 
come aware of their presence un- 
til last year. On August 28, 1975, 
the Globe reported that the Bos- 
ton Bruins and the Boston Gar- 
den had been sold to “Sportsys- 
tems Corp., a’ multi-faceted in- 
ternational firm, and to the three 
Jacobs brothers ... Jeremy, 
Max and Lawrence.” The sale 
was made final on September 30. 
Sportsystems became -the new 
owner of the Garden; the Jacobs 
Brothers, in the form of JML 
Corp., the new owners of the 
Bruins, and Massachusetts 
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Sportservice, another Jacobs 
company, became the Garden’s 
concessionaire. The deal was 
simply a matter of ‘‘econ- 
omics,” Jeremy Jacobs later told 
a Globe sports writer. “It was too 
good a buy to pass up, the fran- 
chise and the building — a good 
investment,” he said. ““‘We take 
on one new venture a year, a ven- 
ture extraneous from the exis- 
ting business. It is a form of 
diversification, just as the steel 
mill and the smeltry we own.” 

But although New Englan- 
ders might not have been aware 
of it, the Bruins purchase was by 
no means the first involvement 
of the Jacobs in the area. The 
Dayton Daily News reported in 
its 1973 series that “Emprise- 
Sportservice has a 25 to 50 per- 
cent interest in 14 New England 
drive-in theatres in partnership 
with Esquire Theatres, Inc., ac- 
cording to an Emprise-Sportser- 
vice brochure. The brochure says 
the company is the concession- 
aire at 200 drive-in theatres and 
250 indoor theaters in New Eng- 
land, Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and Nebraska.” 

For the moment at least, that 
1973 report on the Jacobs’ New 
England theater interests will 
have to stand unchallenged; last 
week, the Phoenix was unable to 
reach Jeremy Jacobs at his Buf- 
falo office for comment on New 
England business other than the 
Bruins-Garden purchase.

A six-month tug-of-war be- 
tween Mayor White and the Bos- 
ton City Council, replete with in- 
tra-council tussles, was finally 
resolved with the enactment of 
the city budget at the eleventh 
hour 


The $281.7 million appropria- 
tion, signed into law by the 
Mayor last week, covers city and 
Suffolk County operating ex- 
penses through June 30, 1977, 
except for the School Depart- 
ment, which has its own budget. 
(The new city budget is $26.8 
million lower than last year’s.) 
The disputes between the May- 
or and the council (which has the 
power to cut the budget) over 
which departments would feel 
the ax, were often predicated on 
pet projects, petty quarrels and 
political power struggles rather 
than fiscal concern. 

_ There was the Mayor's at- 

tempt to cut the police and fire 
department allocations, which 
led the council to threaten to cut 
the Mayor’s special programs 
such as Summerthing and Lit- 
tle City Halls; there was John 
Kerrigan’s diatribe against the 
Finance Commission (FinCom), 
which had once investigated his 
fund-raising tactics; there were 


Fred Langone’s efforts to block’ 


White’s attempts to cut back the 
duties of the city printing plant, 
which happens to be located ac- 
ross the street from Langone’s 
home, and more. 

There were Louise Day Hicks 
and James Michael Connolly vy- 
ing for control of the ax-wiel- 
ding; Joseph Tierney taking pot-

The budget: When doubt, fudge 


Boston spending cuts — and the perennial ‘buts’ 


shots at the Mayor; Albert L. 
“Dapper” O’Neil trying to 
topple Police Commissioner di- 
Grazia’s empire; Chris Iannella 
and Pat McDonough looking be- 
mused and bored, respectively; 
and Lawrence DiCara calling the 
whole thing a waste of time. 

And ultimately, there was the 
taxpayer, who can expect little, 
if any, improvement in city ser- 
vices because of the tight purse- 
strings, but can assuredly ex- 
pect to pay an anticipated tax- 
rate jump of $40, for the plea- 
sure of living in the object of all 
this attention. 

There were other losers be- 
sides the taxpayer. Louise Day 
Hicks, the grande dame of Hub 
politics, did not fare well in the 
combat with young Jimmy Con- 
nolly. Connolly, appointed by 
council president Hicks as chair- 
man of the Ways and Means 
Committee, was responsible for 
overseeing budget cut recom- 
mendations. But his proposals 
did not sit well with Mrs. Hicks, 
who brought her disagreements 
to a floor fight — and lost. Con- 
nolly had decided to make ac- 
ross-the-board cuts, and chop 
“fat” departments he felt could 
withstand the trimming. 

Hicks opposed Connolly’s cuts 
in the Health and Hospitals and 
Veterans Services Departments 
and disagreed with his opinion 
that pared budgets would result 
in better departmental manage- 
ment. She seemed to believe that 
the public would be misled be- 
cause those closely clipped de- 
partments would ask for and re- 
ceive more money later in the 


year. Nearly all of Connolly’s 
recommendations were ap- 
proved, though, and in the pro- 
cess Mrs. Hicks’s power base was 
infiltrated. In the past, say coun- 
cil observers, Hicks could 
usually rely on the votes of Con- 
nolly, O’Neil, McDonough and 
Langone to pass her motions in 
the council, but allegiances shif- 
ted this year and Hicks lost Con- 
nolly (who believes she resented 
his emerging leadership) and 
O’Neil (who had defected from 
the Hicks antibusing camp to El- 
vira Palladino’s in the struggle 
for control of ROAR). 

Although an aide to Mrs. 
Hicks later said the whole 
“feud” was manufactured by the 
press, Connolly admits thre was 
a real “disagreement.” Sources 
close to him suggest Mrs. Hicks 
may use her clout with the anti- 
busing constituency to erode 
support for Connolly in the next 
election. But Connolly himself 
doubts there will be any Hicks- 
initiated backlash. Referring to 
the ROAR dispute, Connolly 
said, “Louise has been involved 
in a number of feuds over the 
past months. How many people 
can she take on at the same 
time? I think it would seem un- 
wise for her to aggravate this sit- 
uation.” 

John Kerrigan also sided with 
Connolly, in part because he, 
too, is on the Palladino side in 
the ROAR split, but also be- 
cause Connolly agreed with Ker- 
rigan’s position, against funding 
the FinCom, Gonnolly says he 
did not propose cutting the Fin- 
Com budget out of spite, as Ker- 


rigan apparently did, but be- 
cause he believed the agency 
should be funded by the state 
since it is a state-mandated pro- 
gram. When FinCom chairman 
Andrea Gargiulo did not concur 
with Connolly’s notion, he rec- 
ommended a major cut in the 
watchdog agency’s budget. May- 
or White later said he would ask 
the council to restore that cut 
and also said he thought it would 
be a good idea to seek at least 50 
percent state funding for the 
FinCom. 

In signing the budget, Mayor 
White vetoed several council 
amendments which reflected 
certain councilors’ political pre- 
dilections. Joseph Tierney’s 
amendment — passed by the 
council — stipulated that if 
White vetoed any amendment in 
the budget it would void the en- 
tire budget. Although Tierney is 
not considered a diehard White 
foe, he rarely misses an oppor- 
tunity to needle the Mayor. In 
this case, White took the stab in 
stride and said he did not be- 
lieve Tierney’s amendment was 
legally justifiable. 

Other amendments included 
one by O’Neil to prevent the city 
from paying the salaries of three 
diGrazia aides. This was hardly 
a surprising move by the coun- 
cil’s most outspoken critic of the 
police commissioner, but it was 
also a futile one since, two weeks 
ago, after heavy lobbying by the 
Mayor, the state legislature 
passed a bill permitting police 
departments to bypass civil ser- 
vice regulations and pay such 
persons as the diGrazia “Whiz 


Kids” disdained by O’Neil. 

In more serious attempts at. 
one-upsmanship, the clash be- 
tween the Mayor and the coun- 
cil over job layoffs ended in a 
draw, with the police and fire de- 
partment cutback restored and 
the Mayor’s “amenity” agencies 
retained. 

But the Mayor failed in his at- 
tempt to have police and school 
department deficits related to 
desegregation paid by a special 
tax levy rather than lumped in- 
to general city expenses and the 
tax-rate. If White had been suc- 
cessful, the added cost to the 
taxpayer would have been con- 
strued as Judge W. Arthur Gar- 
rity’s fault, not the mayor’s; but 
the city council, in a game of hot 
potato, refused to authorize the 
levy — so the deficits will be in- 
cluded in the upcoming tax rate. 

It took the council six months 
of review, debate and politick- 
ing to act on the budget and, in 
retrospect, Iannella termed the 
process “a tedious chore. I get so 
tired of hearing people whining 
‘we need more money... . more 
money.’” And DiCara believes 
“The whole process is a char- 
ade. There are always some easy- 
to-cut items. The question is 
whether we should spend as 
much time analyzing the thing 
page-by-page as we do.” 

Why? Because, as DiCara and 
other city officials know, there 
will be supplemental appropria- 
tions to come, and reserve funds 
to be unearthed, and surpluses 
to be juggled, and the ritual to 
be replayed in another few 
months.

Jeep Jones: Tiger tough turf 


‘I’m deputy mayor, not just a black deputy mayor.’

When Jeep Jones was growing 
up on Oakburn Avenue in Rox- 
bury, he acquired the reputa- 
tion of being so “bad” that no- 
body messed with him. As the 
leader of the Oakie Tigers, a 
large street gang, he was legen- 
dary. 

According to one story, Jones, 
who was nicknamed after a big 
dog called Jeep that followed 
him around, once singlehanded- 


ly whipped four white boys who ~ 


were looking for trouble. At least 
one of the kids in Jones’s neigh- 
borhood says he had to ask his 
permission to walk down a par- 
ticular side of Oakburn Avenue. 
Jones’s eyes sparkle a little as he 
modestly plays down his impor- 
tance to the gang. “It is some- 
what true that I was a gang lead- 
er at an early age,”’ he says, smil- 
ing. Given his background, you 
might expect to find Jones in 
Walpole rather than at Boston 
City Hall. But in March, Clar- 
ence “Jeep” Jones became Bos- 
ton’s first black deputy mayor. 
After meeting Jones, it is hard 
to imagine this 43-year-old man 
as having been a gang leader. 
Standing 5 feet 6 inches, he is 
soft-spoken, a little shy, charis- 
matic in a down-to-earth way. 
One of five children of a postal 
worker, he grew up in a tough 
neighborhood and joined a gang 
to survive. “They say the littlest 
guy has the biggest mouth,” 
Jones said, ‘‘and I guess that was 
true. I was a halfway-decent ath- 
lete and I had some leadership 
qualities, even though they were 
negative at that time. So I was 
designated the head of the Oak- 


He still lives a few blocks from Oakburn Avenue 


ie Tigers.” 

As a leader, he had to protect, 
and if possible expand, his turf. 
When the Horton brothers, who 
now own an auto body shop at 
Grove Hall, moved next door to 
Jones, he made it clear that he 
was the one. “When we first 
moved in he used to show his fist 


_ and say, ‘I’m going to get you 


guys,’”’ Orman Horton said. 
“But we ended up being real 
close friends.”” Walter Byars, as- 
sistant chief court officer at the 
Roxbury District Court, first met 
Jones when, as the leader of the 
Cabot Street gang, Byars had to 
protect his territory, the park, 
from a takeover by the Tigers. 
“To: settle it, the two leaders 
were going to fight it out,” By- 
ars said. “Jones and I met in the 
park, but talked it out and never 
fought. I think we decided to di- 
vide the park.” 

Despite his family’s poverty, 
Jonés always wanted to go to col- 


lege. “But I didn’t talk about it 


weren’t on the streets, and it 
gave me a chance to meet their 
families and get close to the stu- 
dents. But I guess teachers aren’t 
supposed to get close to the 
kids.” 

Soon after he was hired as the 
city’s first area youth worker 
(“better named street worker,”

openly,” he says. “If you did, it . 


kind of made you stand out in 
your group, like maybe you 
thought you were a little better 
than everybody else.”’ The first 
in his family to go, he won a bas- 
ketball scholarship to Winston- 
Salem State University in North 
Carolina, where he played guard. 
He was “one hell of a ballplay- 
er,” according to Byars, who 
used to play with him at the lo- 
cal playground; he was even in- 
vited to try out for the Harlem 
Globetrotters, but turned down 
the offer. Instead, he came back 
to Roxbury to teach fifth grade 
at the Dearborn elementary 
school. “I was chased out of 
teaching because I used to take 
my students to play volleyball 
and basketball at the Norfolk 
House on holidays and that 
broke some kind of school de- 
partment rule. I thought it was 
great,” he recalled, “I knew they 


as a probation officer at the Bos- 
ton Juvenile Court, as director of 
the Youth Opportunities Task 
Force, as director of the Youth 
Activities. Commission and as 
the director of the Human Rights 
office. “For most of my life I’ve 
worked in Roxbury,” Jones says. 

Although he makes $30,000 a 
year and holds the highest city 
position of any black person in 
Boston, Jones, who is divorced 
and.the father of five, lives only 
blocks away from Oakburn Ave- 
nue in a modest three-room 
apartment that is part of a three- 
family house. Within his own 
community, an extraordinary 
number of blacks share an al- 
most fanatical respect and ad- 
miration for Jones. He is de- 
scribed as ‘‘a decision-maker”’ by 
Byars; “‘a fighter” by Roy Neb- 
lett, a contract compliance of- 
ficer at the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority, and “a man of 
integrity who knows the com- 
munity backwards and for- 
wards” by Otto Snowden, direc- 
tor of Freedom House. Even 
State Representative Mel King 
and Percy Wilson, director of the 
Roxbury Multi-Service Center, 
who have never hidden their dis- 
trust of Mayor Kevin White, say 
Jones is dedicated to the black 
community and its youth. Even 


the other major contenders for 
the position of deputy mayor — 
Buford Kaigler, the Mayor’s exe- 
cutive assistant on affirmative 
action, and Pat Jones, director of 
Lena Park — said White made 
an excellent choice. 

The seemingly unanimous 
opinion in black neighborhoods is 
that Jones is sincere and 
straightforward. Said a secre- 
tary at a community agency: 
“You just feel proud when you 
see Jeep down there. It’s like see- 
ing your own brother in City 
Hall.” 

Being everyone’s. brother at 
City Hall isn’t easy. The major- 
ity of Jones’s responsibilities as 
deputy mayor are not directly re- 
lated to minority issues. From 
his eighth-floor office, Jones su- 
pervises the elections commis- 
sion [of which he recently. ap- 
pointed a new chairman, John 
Morris Robinson, the first black 
to hold that position], five 
departments traffic and park-_ 
ing, veterans, human rights, 
manpower and penal. As a black 
man who is also deputy mayor, 
however, he finds himself con- 
stantly in demand as the com- 
munity’s direct link with City 
Hall. “People’s major concerns 
are employment, housing or 
dirty streets,” Jones says. “They 
have to realize I'm not an em- 
ployment agency or a housing of- 
fice.” But Jones has not been 
able to turn people away, so his 
three aides, all of whom have 


worked in various city, depart- 


ments for years, handle many of 
the requests. “Once people de- 
velop a trust in you it’s difficult 
for them to depend on someofie

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else,” Jones said. “Even though I 
like to say I’m deputy mayor, not 
just a black deputy mayor, it 
doesn’t work that way. I have to 
accept that role and play it.” 
While setting up checks on the 
departments he oversees, Jones 
says, he is also establishing “a 
conduit” to the black commun- 
ity to make sure problems are 
handled, “since we don’t seem to 
be able to escape that role.” 

Last month Jones called a 
meeting of various black com- 
munity. organizations to coor- 
dinate summer job programs for 
youth. “Jeep didn’t want us to 
duplicate our efforts or fight over 
the available funds,” said Bob 
McCoy, deputy director of the 
Youth Activities Commission. 
“He got us talking,” said Bill 
Wimberly; associate general di- 
rector of the Boston YMCA, 
“and some of us are meeting re- 
gularly. I think he’s the only per- 
son who could do that.”” Roscoe 
Baker, executive director of the 
Roxbury Boys Club, says Jones 
provided ideas and contacts to 
help him raise money for jobs 
and summer camps. 

For those waiting to see if 
Jones has any clout in city gov- 
ernment or whether his position 
is mostly ceremonial and a pay- 
off for the black community’s 
vote for White, there have been 
scattered hints. (Before the elec- 


tion, White had promised he 
would appoint a black deputy 
mayor, and four months later, 
after being reminded of the pro- 
mise several times, he did. 
Jones, Kaigler and Pat Jones 
were the major contenders, but 
Jones received by far the strong- 
est endorsements from, among 
others, the Twelfth Baptist 
Church and its pastor, Rev. 
Michael Haynes — Jones’s best 
friend, according to both of them 
— black City Hall workers and 
many people who sent tele- 
grams to White. Mel King says 
the process was backwards: “We 
should’ve demanded that we got 
the appointment before Novem- 
ber. If blacks don’t make de- 
mands before we give away our 
vote, then we haven’t used our 
power.’’) 

It may be too early to gauge 
Jones’s power as a member of 
White’s cabinet and the man 
who controls several depart- 
ments. Jones says he has effec- 
tively drawn White’s attention 
to issues affecting minorities — 
actively supporting the increase 
of affirmative action quotas for 
city contracts and the release of 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration funds held up in 
a political power play between 
the city council and White, op- 
posing the curfew proposed by 
Councilor Christopher Iannella. 


“White has been very accessible 
to me,” Jones said. “And I have 
used my role, especially as a cab- 
inet member, to make mysélf 
heard and express a point of view 
on issues that otherwise may not 
have been expressed.” 

Jack Walsh, a consultant to 
unions who was a member of the 
YAC board when Jones was its 
director, says there is no ques- 
tion that White respects and lis- 
tens to Jones. “Jeep put pres- 
sure on White to make the right 
decisions concerning desegrega- 
tion,”’ Walsh said. “They form- 
ed a personal bond then. But 
don’t let anyone kid you — Jones 
often put it to White. For ex- 
ample, while he was the director 
of YAC, the city’s funding to the 
commission increased. White al- 
ways allowed Jones to make an 
independent judgment about 
what to do to make things bet- 
ter for the kids.” 

Jones seems realistic about the 
requirements and limitations of 
his position. He says, “There is 
some danger of a person in this 
office becoming. compromised 
because of the pressures from in- 
side and outside. It’s natural for 
blacks to say, ‘He’s there, he’s 
our avenue,’ because they don’t 
know where else to go. And in the 
same way it’s natural for city 
government people to say, ‘Let’s 
get him, he’s here and he knows 


the community.’ I will just have 
to learn to tell people that’s not 
my job.” Jones understands that 
White had to choose someone 
who could both keep the respect 
of the community and work 
within the system of city gov- 
ernment, and he understands 
how touchy that can be. “Some- 
one in the community heard that 
Dapper O’Neil said I was OK, 
and he told me I'd better watch 
my step,’’ Jones laughed. 
[O’Neil said Jones was an excel- 
lent appointment. “He’s one of 
the fellows out of our commun- 
ity who you can sit down and 
reason with. Some of the John- 
ny-come-latelys couldn’t hold 
his hat,” O’Neil said.] In fact, 
Jones made friends in South 
Boston and Charlestown while 
he was director of YAC and put 
area youth workers in those com- 
munities. “I know some real bi- 
gots who say Jones is all right 
with them,” Walsh said. 

After working for him for six 
years, Jones is obviously loyal to 
White. “I just wish everyone 


‘could see the same man I see. 


Then they’d understand that he 
is very concerned about the 
city,” Jones says. But no one in- 
terviewed by the Phoenix felt 
that either his understanding of 
the limitations of his position or 
his loyalty to White will prevent 
Jones from representing the 


black community. “There is no 
danger of Jones becoming the 
Mayor’s boy,” said Pat Jones. 
“He would quit before he would 
let that happen.” 

Jones’s tie to the black com- 
munity is analogous to his rela- 
tionships with the Oakie Tigers. 
He tells the story of how during 
his first year at Winston-Salem, 
his gang had a major fight and 
sent him a telegram. “I didn’t 
think twice, I just started pack- 
ing to catch the first thing out of 
Winston-Salem and get back to 
Boston. I had every intention of 
coming back to fight with my 
gang. The only reason I didn’t 
was because my roommate, the 
now-famous Abdul Farrakhan [a 
spokesman for the Nation of Is- 
lam] kept taking things — my 
clothes and money — to keep me 
from leaving. That’s how strong 
my allegiance to the gang was.” 

His description of his com- 
mitment to the black commun- 
ity is similar. “I grew up in Rox- 
bury. I live there and Ill prob- 
ably die there. It’s the place I al- 
ways have to go back to — I’m 
from there. The thing that I 
can’t stop being is black. And as 
deputy mayor I not only have to 
look at how things affect the city, 
but my community as well.” 
Jones said he was vehement 
when he opposed the curfew pro-

posal. “I kriew what effect it 
would have on my community.

When White took a tour of

munity, organized by Jones, it 
was clear that this was and is 
Jones’s turf. It was as if Jones 
had invited White to a family re- 
union; he knew almost every- 
one, health center workers and 
patients alike, at. each stop on 


the tour. Dozens of people called © 


out, “Hey, Jeep, How’re you do- | 
ing? Haven’t seen you in a long 
time.”’ An old friend in the Rox- 
bury District Court said, “Well, 
hell, Mr. Mayor,” and shook 
hands with Jones. 

Frank *eommunica- 
tions director for White, said the © 
Mayor has recognized for some 
time the need to.bring blacks 
into city positions that aren’t ex- 
clusively related to:minority af- 
fairs. At the same time; he ad- 
mitted that black “support for 
White in the last election “rein- 
forced” his convietion. “We had’ 
to choose someone. who was ac- 
ceptable to the many factions 
and fiefdoms in the black com- — 
munity,” Tivnan said. “Jones 
had enormous and overwhelm- 


ing support from every faction of — 


the black community. He was - 
the only one who could cut across 
the differences. His roots are so 
deep, he’s done so many things 
for so long, he is able to move in 
the community and speak from 
authority. And he knows how 
government works.” 

“There was never any ques- 
tion to me who White would pick ~ 
for the job,” Walsh said. “He 
owed Jeep and he paid him. The’ 
main consideration was that if 
Walsh pulled him up to City 
Hall, he wouldn’t have him in 
the community any more.” 

The black community’s ex- 
pectations az@.met as well de- 
fined. Neblett, a Jones support- 
er, was the most specific. “I 
wanted someone who could dig 
up jobs for the community in 
City Hall and support the affir- 
mative action policies in the con- 
struction industry,’’ Neblett 
said. “Jones has listened to our 
concerns and said he would sup- 
port the increase in the affirma- 
tive action quotas.” 

King said White should ap- 
point more blacks:to key agen- 
cies, such as public works, re- 
creation, building inspection and 
code enforcement, to keep Jones 
from being overwhelmed by 
prublems that are not in his area. 
“He would have to be a super 
person to handle all the re- 
quests,” King said. “‘He can’t be 
all things for all people. The [Le- 
gislative Black] Caucus mem- 
bers support Jeep and we see 
him as a key person. But we 
want to make sure that we go to 
the people who are in charge of © 
the areas of our concerns so that 
everything doesn’t get — 
to Jones.” 

However much people in the 
black community and in White’s 
administration look to Jones to 
resolve the community’s prob- 
lems, Jones retains his own pri- 
mary interest: “I guess of the 
groups I’ve talked to since I’ve 
been deputy mayor, about 60 
percent of them have something 
to do with youngsters,” he said. 
“To be truthful, if I had several 
jobs lined up, I don’t know if the 
deputy. mayor position would 
have been my first choice. I 
looked at it in terms of what I 
could bring to the community 
and what image I would present 
to the: youngsters;: That’s still 
important to me.”

Images of explosions day and night — 
‘Where it'll end God only knows, if Him’

On the bus from Galway to 
Limerick in Ireland, where I visi- 
ted a month or so ago, I got 
talking, somewhat against my 
better judgment, with a Michi- 
gan woman whose expensive lug- 
gage had nearly thrown my back 
out at the time I offered to lift 
cher three suitcases into the bag-. 
gage’ compartment. What 
amazed her was the ease .with 
which the Irish accepted the 
shutdown of national radio and 
television due to a strike. She re- 
marked that if such a thing hap- 
pened in the States there would 
be, well .... 


I suggested the word “upris- 
ing,”’ which she agreed was 
appropriate. Nevertheless, she 
said, she found the Irish, with- 
out a bit of current TV news, 
very well informed. I said per- 
haps. there was a lesson the 
States could learn from that, an 
observation which any Irish per- 
son would have understood 
immediately but which seemed 
to pass far over the head of my 
Michigan companion, who 
sighed and said she was so happy 
she’d soon be in the UK, where 
she would be staying at a friend’s 
14-room place in the Midlands, 
complete with housekeeper, 
maid, cook and gardener, no less. 

At that moment, on both sides 
of the road lay the greenest of 
farm fields; neat, straight, rock 
fences within whose patterns 
idled sheep, cows and _ horses; 
and, in the background, one cozy 
white stone cottage after ano- 
ther. I figured the only way I 
could enjoy the beauty of it was 
to ‘pretend to be working. So I 
took a notebook and pencil from 
my carry-bag. After a while the 
woman lapsed into a doze which, 
mercifully, lasted all the rest of 
the, journey to Limerick, when 
she woke up and said the streets 
looked simply awful, full of 
trash, litter and dirty old papers. 

“‘That’s because the trash col- 
lectors are on strike,”’ I said. 

“What on earth’s got into the 
people here?” 

“Poverty,” I said. “Inflation. 
Cost of living. Low wages.” 

Those were about the final 
words we exchanged. As I ut- 
tered them I had been thinking 
of the comment of a freckled taxi 
driver who had taken me from 
Salt Head, a seaside resort near 
Galway, into the city. During the 
week he worked in construction, 
“such as it was.”’ Saturdays and 
Sundays he drove a cab. 
“Christ,” he said, “I can’t even 
get to holy Mass, let alone see 
_the faces of the family. You’d 
want to be a millionaire to sur- 
vive in this country the route 
that things are taking. Where 
it'll end God only knows, if 
Him.” 

His tone of bittersweet resig- 
nation, of cheerful resentment, 
haunted me, for I had heard it 
again and again on my travels in 
Ireland. “The fact of the mat- 
ter,” said a young woman with

startling eyes and tumbly hair I 
met on the ship plodding from 
the Galway docks to the angient 
Aran Islands, ‘‘we have an 
inferiority complex we can’t yet 
shake off. Did you know up until 
1959 Ireland was rated among 
the underdeveloped nations of 
the world? It’s true. And I can’t 
prove- it to you, taking this 
antique tub we’re on for an ex- 
ample, they’re right ‘to put us 
now in the developed class. Oh 
maybe in spots, such as around 
the Shannon Airport with the 
built-up motels and restaurants 
and the like for the welcome 
tourist trade, progress shows. It’s 
our thinking, however, is slow to 
change, our opinion of ourselves 
as to what we can do as com- 
pared with others. With, for 
instance, Americans, though I 
have no mind to speak person- 
ally in reference to you.” 

I said that perhaps Americans 
were also slow to change in their 
opinion of themselves, that pos- 
sibly we couldn’t shake off a 
superiority rather than an infer- 
iority complex — and that this 
sometimes prevented us from 
seeing other people and places 
clearly. (I had not yet en- 
countered the Michigan woman 
but it was her type, I suppose, I 
was trying to define.) 

“In addition,” I said, ‘‘such a 
complex helps to hold us back 
from recognizing and resolving 
our own troubles.” 

Her dark eyes flashed. “Ah,” 
she said, smiling like an eager in- 
nocent, “I forgot you told me you 
came from Boston, where as we 
receive the news the whites and 
the blacks are at each other’s 
throats. Is that the case there?”’ 

I said it wasn’t quite that bad. 
But bad enough. 

“And I assume,” she said, 
“both elements are suffering, 
economically speaking?” 

“What makes you ask that?” 

“Because,” she said, tossing 


her hair all around in her excite-. 


ment, “we've got the same damn 
plague here in the North, only 
instead of whites and blacks it’s 


poor Catholics and poor Protes-_ 
tants blowing up one another, 
while the well-to-do preserve 
their estates. Beyond that, we’re 
worrying in these 26 counties of 
the South, the Republic, that 
miserable as many of us are we’d 
be more miserable if we joined 
with the miserable of Ulster.” 
~Her boyfriend, who up to now 
had said nothing, suddenly 
winked at me. The effect of the 
wink was strange, partly due to 
his high round forehead: it was 
as if a hole in a cliffside had been 
abruptly shuttered and then 
opened up again. ‘“‘She’s a terror 
when she gets going,” he said, 
glancing proudly and pleasantly 
at her. ‘And by God she can: 
speak French if she chooses. 
She’s trained as a teacher of it.” 
“Ah what’s that got to do with 
anything?” the young woman 
said and turned away to study 
the waves. He told me softly he 
thought the difficulties in the 
North had not been exactly ex- 


_aggerated by the news but that if 


you concentrated just on them a 
distorted picture was spread 
abroad, causing interference 
with trade and the flow of foreign 
currency brought by visitors Ire- 
land sorely needed. I said I'd 
flown over on a plane carrying, I 
guessed, several hundred Ameri- 
can tourists; that the airports 
were crowded; and that in Ath- 
lone, only the day previous, I had 
been informed that the River 
Shannon with its lakes and 
streams had become a great 
attraction not only for the Eng- 
lish but in recent years for 
Dutch, German and Swiss 
anglers and boaters. 

“Of course there’s truth in all 
that,” he said thoughtfully. 
“Still, if the image of explosions 
day and night wasn’t being com- 
municated to the outside, no 
doubt more would be coming 
than they do.” 

Something of the same could 
of Boston, I told him, a city 
which anticipated thousands 
upon thousands of visitors this 
summer of the celebration of the 


200th anniversary of our Revo- 
lution. “It could be,” I said, 
“that some will stay because 
they have gotten the idea, like 
your friend Nora, that the whites 
and blacks in my city are con- 
tinually at each other’s throats.” 

“Yes, yes, yes,” he said. 
news is extremely powerful. 
Even when it’s factual in detail 
it can create a mythological im- 
pression.”” He paused, his broad 
forehead a mass of wrinkles. 
“You know,” he said slowly, “‘the 
thing left out of the news is that 
ordinary life by ordinary people 
goes on and on. It does here, and 
I would suppose it must in Bos- 
ton now as well.” 

All at once Nora shouted:

The ship, having 
left Inishmore, the largest of the 
three Aran Islands and the only 
one with docking facilities, was 
anchoring off Inishmaan. From 
the beach several curraghs had 
just been launched, traditional 
boats used for centuries by the 
men of the islands. Long and 
narrow, hardly wider than a 
canoe, with a tilted prow, they 
are propelled by three oarsmen 
handling what appear to be no 
more than slender flat sticks 
about a dozen feet in length. 

It has been an overcast, cool, 
windy day. There, near the is- 
land, the waves were sharp and 
choppy, and the swells deep. For 
the next hour or so we watched 
the men, grinning and calling to 
one another in Gaelic, maneuver 
the curraghs without a mishap. 
Cargo, passengers and livestock 


— sheep, yearlings, cows — were 


transferred back and forth be- 
tween ship and curraghs, which 
one by one pulled alongside. To 
me, and to Nora and her boy- 
friend, neither of whom had seen 
this action before, it was an 
amazing feat of generational 
skill. Ordinary, yes, as Nora had 
said, but also extraordinary in its 
persistence, over the years with- 
out significant change, this con- 
trol of the heaving ageless sea.

scription.’’ The Oregon Su- 
preme Court, in a far-reaching 
decision, opened up all coastal 
beaches using the customary 
right principle. The court found 
that the shore was publicly 
owned and that dry sand area 
“has been used by the public as 
recreational land according to an 
unbroken custom running back 
in time as long as the land has 
been inhabited.” 

A Texas court recently ruled 
that a beach owner’s long “‘acce- 
dence to public passage” over his 
property established an “implied 
dedication’ of the beach to 
pedestrian traffic. Similarly, 
other courts have ruled that the 
public, by using a beach over a 
long period of time, acquired a 
“prescriptive easement” making 


it legal to trespass. 

In Massachusetts, however, 
there have been few challenges. 
By and large, towns have sought 
above all to cater to residents, 
sometimes to the exclusion of all 
others. In Gloucester they paint 
“Keep Out” signs on beauti- 
fully sea-worn rocks, and all up 
and down the coast private 
beach signs warn would-be tres- 
passers to stay away. Hordes of 
out-of-towners annoy local tax- 
payers, who feel their money pro- 
vides facilities for beach users, 
police for traffic control, and 
clean-up after users go home.. 

Since many Massachusetts 
beaches are accessible only by 
auto, capacity is determined by 
available parking spaces. “Some 
of the beach problems are essen- 
tially transportation problems,” 
says Leo Allen, an assistant. to 
Bulger.. “What was once our 
close friend, the auto, is now be- 


coming our enemy. Look at. the 


Cape traffic on a summer week- 
end.” 

Increasingly, town beaches are 
restricted to “residents only” — 
those who possess an auto sticker 
for parking. Other towns toler- 
ate day-trippers but often charge 
steep prices for entry. North 
Shore communities charge up to 
$4 a day for weekend parking. 
The South Shore from Wey- 
mouth to Plymouth contains the 
most restricted beaches in the 
state, many of which are closed 
to everyone except local resi- 
dents. Most Cape beaches limit 
use by fees or sticker parking. 

The Bulger Commission 
sharply criticized the sticker 
parking system. It found that 
many municipalities, by . dis- 
criminating between residents 
and nonresidents, act “outside 
the law.” A statute regulating 


municipal parking lots has been. 
‘interpreted by the General Court 


as applicable to all persons. The 
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Commission holds that “it is 
doubtful that either exclusion of, 


or a separate high fee system for, 


nonresident beach parking is 
authorized by Chapter 40 (of the 
law).” Rice thinks the towns are 
vulnerable in this area, but adds: 
“Tt’s just that no one has yet con- 
tested it in court.” 

Bulger proposed a solution to 
the small-beach, small-parking 
lot problem at the Republican 
meeting in Manchester: ‘First 
come, first served. Whether they 
come from South Boston or 
Manchester — everyone would 
get the same chance.” Where- 
upon his listeners hissed and 
booed the Senator. 

Other ways .in which towns 
sidestep the laws in their beach 
operation raise serious ques- 


. tions. Often towns receive 


federal and state funds for ero- 
sion control and other projects. 
The state demands that. its 


money be spent for “the general — 


public advantage of the pro- 
posed work,” but by limiting the 
use of beaches to residents, tax- 
payers. are, in effect; subsidizing 
certain privileged citizens. 
According to the Commission 
report, such beaches’ as 
mouth and Town Beach ‘in Ply- 


mouth, Sand Hill and Hatherly. - 


‘Beach in Scituate and Singing 
Sands in Manchester: have re- 


ceived state or federal aid for 


beach protection, yet. the towns 
in which they are located dis- 
criminate’ against. outsiders 
either by sticker parking or by 
residents-only policies. 

Beach statutes in the Com- 
monwealth allow “use fees only 
for the purpose of defraying ex- 
penses” and do not ‘authorize 
municipalities to undertake 
semi-public, proprietary, profit- 
making beach operations.” But 
the Commission in some in- 
stances found the contrary to be 
true. 

The Commission heard testi- 
mony and received information 
about profit-making on beaches 
and parking that says is 
“clearly prohibitive.” A samp- 
ling of official town figures in the 
report: Dennis (1970): income, 
$102,000, expenses, $70,000; 
Wellfleet (1971): income, 


+ $29,482, expenses, $8300; Fal- 


mouth (1971): income, $33,494, 
expenses, $18,024. More recent 
records were not available to the 
Commission. 

Where do the beach profits go? 
The Commission believes some 
excess revenues are used to 
sybsidize other town beaches 
‘from which the general public is 
excluded. “In a few extreme 
cases,” the report adds, “where 
beach revenues exceed beach ex- 
penses, the subsidy extends to 
other town expenses! And this 
all disregards the contributions 
made to town economies by even 
day-trip, let alone weekend or 
longer term resident visitors.” 

The 59-plus organized private 
beaches, with a total beach 
frontage of 30 miles (second only 
to municipal beaches), illus- 
trate another curious situation. 
Unfortunately, the Commission 
found a lack of interest or unwil- 
lingness by the beach associa- 
tions to cooperate with its inves- 
tigation. Still, the Commission 
made some observations. One 
thing seems certain: all the or- 
ganized associations employ one 
form or another of exclusive ac- 
cess and use policies. However, 
since land areas often are not 
part of the town’s public lands, 
the legal principles must be ap- 
plied to each individual associa- 
tion to determine public rights of 
access and use. If, for instance, 
the association acquired the 
beach formerly held by a town, 
then the customary right doc- 
trine might be applied. Courts 
elsewhere have ruled that it is 
unlawful to transfer use of a 
beach from one public to a semi- 
public group. 

Some towns hold title to beach 


lands but turn over operation 


and management to a delegated 
group. However, these groups are 
still covered by laws similar to 


those of their municipal part- 


ners. 
Often ‘access. to. beaches 
is controlled by -off- -street. 
parking lots that’ cOme under 
statutes of the General Laws. 


Again, the Commission found 


curious arrangements between 
semi-public organizations and 
municipalities. Several points 
stand out: Municipal parking 
lots are permitted only at public 
rather than private or semi-pri- 
vate beaches; differential fee sys- 
tems. for limiting nonresidents, 
or non-permit’ holder parking, 
and thus access to. the beach, are- 
not authorized; even if a parking 
lot is beach-organization owned, — 
it is impermissible for a town to. 
implement, through permit ig- 
suance for instance, private 
parking restrictions. ‘“‘A munici- 
pality ought not:to be permitted: 


to effectuate private organi- 


zation through use of 
monies and aut. ity an exclu-_ 
sionary policy. it may not.it-- 
self, lawfully undertake,” the. 
Commission said.

Trustees of Reservations — sad 
the Duxbury Reservation on the 
South Shore have dual means of 
access. At Crane Beach the 
Trustees, who run the 1352-acre 
reserve with its four miles of 
white sandy beach, collect $4 a 
day on weekends for-parking and 
facility privileges. Ipswich resi- 
dents park in a sticker-con- 
trolled lot owned by the town for 
a few cents a season. 

In Duxbury, the reservation is 
privately owned and Jeased to 
the town for $12,000 a year. Ac- 
cess is controlled by two parking 
lots where a distinction is made 
between residents and _ nonresi- 
dents. 

Because projected public de- 
mand for beach space is expec- 
ted to double by the year 2000, a 
federal Coastal Zone Manage- 
ment Program has been set up to 
deal with planning and develop- 
ment. The program is moving 
very slowly, though; so far it has 
not confronted the question of 


inequality in shore usage. 


Towns are caught up in their 
own financial pinches with tax- 
payers wary and in many cases 
bellicose. Town officials re- 
sponding to the Bulger Com- 
mission. generally urged non- 
interference with local beach 
operation, management, and 
policies. 

The Commission did prepare 
some recommendations: - it 
urged, first and foremost, col- 
lective action by all levels of 
government, Also, it recommen- 
ded strong new legislation to en- 
sure access and use on an equi- 
table basis for all people and new 
laws to standardize public beach 
regulations. 

The Commission is still intact 
but appears unable to decide 
how or whether to proceed. Sena- 
tor Bulger half-jokingly said, 
“We'll be back. We'll fight them 
on the beaches.” But it seems. 
the beachfronts are filled with 
too many important toes that 
don’t want to be stepped on — 
and there’s nobody around who 
wants to do the stepping. O 
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Has anybody here seen Tall 


Beer is bountiful but visibility’s nil for media mariners

NEW YORK — The Thurs- 
day morning game plan had 
been exquisitely simple. The 
main force of the press would be 
accommodated on board the 
State of Maine, a former troop 
ship now.owned by Maine Mari- 
time Academy, and would steam 
with the larger Class A Tall 
Ships from Newport, south of 

Island, to join forces in 
New York on the Fourth. 

Those of us in a smaller press 
contingent were assigned to the 
Merchant Marine Academy’s 
King’s Pointer, and would pro- 
ceed down Long Island Sound in 
escort of the smaller Class B and 
C vessels. The State of Maine 
would lie at anchor off Brenton 
Reef, while we would hover near 
Gould’s Island until the spec- 
tacular “Parade of Sail,” begin- 
ning at 8 a.m., had passed us by, 
and then run to catch everyone. 

In practice the parade began 
only well after noon, and as traf- 
fic clogged Narragansett Bay, 
progress became impeded and 
pesky, clamoring photographers 
implored King’s Pointer skipper 
Bill Hurder to go this way, go 


that way, the smaller vessels be 
damned. It was damn near sup- 
per time by the time we emerged 
from Narragansett Bay, and 
then, in moderately heavy seas,

we had to pull up alongside 
Maine in order to transfer a film 
package from one Newsday 
photographer to another. 

Since neither of them had the 


vaguest idea how to accomplish 
this, it was left to the thankless 
Merchant Marine crew. Suffice 
it to say that throwing a heaving 
line from a huge liner to a 143- 
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footer that is pitching and yaw- 
ing, not to mention trying to 
avoid a few thousand small craft, 
is a needle-threading operation if 
ever there was one. By that time, 
the larger Tall Ships were well 
out to sea; Eagle, Gorch Fock II, 
and the other leaders had disap- 
peared altogether. There was 
mild panic aboard the State of 
Maine and near-chaos on our 
ship. ; 

Roughly half the press contin- 
gent was seasick and retching 
over the side — including one 
woman, a “veteran sailor” rep- 
resenting Operation Sail in New 
York, (Later that evening she 
described the French Club Med - 
vessel as a four-masted sloop; I 
chose to ignore her observations 
after that.) Since to that par- 


ticular malaise I am not one to . 


succumb, I settled back: on the 
aft deck with the mate, Com- 
mander Thompson, and the Op 
Sail PR man, Chuck Radono, 
and decided to enjoy the ride. It 
was a little easier to enjoy, be- 
cause shortly before leaving 
Newport the three of us had 
made a last-minute dash for the 
PXC and stocked the King’s 
Pointer with four cases of beer 
for the trip. 

Within an hour or two past 
Brenton Reef the last of the Tall 
Ships had disappeared on the 
horizon, and but for overtaking 
an occasional Class B or C ves- © 
sel, we appeared to have the 
ocean — or, more accurately, the 
Sound — to ourselves, as the fog 
grew denser through the early 
evening. 

The photographers on board 
the King’s Pointer were natural- ~ 
ly in a dither over this develop- 
ment, particularly the guy from 
Newsday, who faced another 
mid-sea transfer a couple of 
hours ahead off Montauk, and 
was already shuddering at the 
prospect of going through all this 
elaborate preparation only to 
end up with rolls of film of emp- 
ty ocean and, worse, fog. 

Fortunately, we managed to 
come within lens range of just 
enough ships and boats presum- 
ably to justify the expense by the 
time we rendez-voused with the 
Newsday press boat and, after 
successfully making the transfer 
— it’s a lot easier to toss a heav- 
ing line from one small vessel to 
another in relatively calm seas 
— steamed on for perhaps two 
more hours. By that time vis- 
ibility was nearly zero, and while 
we were equipped with some ra- 
ther sophisticated navigational 
aids, the Sound was glutted with 
many of the “parade” vessels 
which were not. So after watch- 
ing a couple of near-collisions on 
the ship’s radar, Captain Hur- 
der finally headed for as close to 
the Connecticut coastline as he 
dared, at which point we 
dropped anchor for the night. 

* 

No sooner had we been rous- 

ted out of bed on Friday morn- 


| ing than we learned that we were 


probably lucky to be where we 
were and not on the State of 
Maine. As a brilliant sunrise 
broke over the horizon, the ra- 
dio on the bridge picked up a 
panic-stricken call of distress 
from one of the press officials 
aboard that ship, pleading for 
“any Tall Ships in the area to 
please transmit their location.” 
With scores of reporters and 
photographers aboard, they had 
somehow managed to lose them 
all. 

We, on the other hand, had 
Seeger’s Clearwater in sight as 
the day broke, and over the 
course of the morning overtook 
several other of the larger “small 
ships” — the Polish topsail

is on as pennant hopes plummet

It is somehow indicative of the 


way that things have gone 


around this town this summer -| 


that the two most significant 
events of the week appear to 


have been (a) the Red Sox’s: — 


achieving the .500 mark for the 
first time in three months, (b) 
the Red Sox’s winning a game to 
go over .500 for the first time all 
year. 


It is probably useless to point # 


out to people who missed, say, 
Arthur Fiedler conducting the 
1812 at the Hatch Shell on the 
Fourth of July that the Texas 
Rangers, just to name one, are 20 
games above .500. It is probably 
equally futile to mention that a 
year ago the Red Sox had won 20 
games more than they had lost. 


The line, I believe, goes, 
“They turned it around.” 
I beg to differ. 


The Sox returned home to 
Fenway rather illustriously last 
week, to be sure. A 11-2 blowout 
against the White Sox was fol- 
jowed by a Fergie Jenkins mas- 
terpiece on Tuesday night, a 
game which saw only one batter 


— and him in the eighth inning’ 


— reach second base, and this 
after a breather of sorts, an ex- 
tra inning loss to the selfsame 
Chicago team, a loss redeemed 
the next night in the midst of an 
awesome hitting display, Rick 
Jones’s second win, and four in- 
nings’ worth of perfect relief by 
Reggie Cleveland, that even- 
tually buried Minnesota 8-4. 


There are several problems in 
the theory. One is that for turn- 
ing ‘it‘around — if indeed that is 
still possible — beating the 
White Sox and the Twins should 
hardly be regarded as a baromes 
ter. The two teams have an ag- 
gregate 3-9 mark against Bos- 
ton, anyway. Rather, it is the 
four other plus-.500 clubs that 
own winning marks against the 
Red Sox this year. 


And the second point is that 
the Boston Red Sox of a year ago 
not only would have won those 
other three games of this home 
stand’s opening four, but would 
have ensured that the fourth 
would never have gone into ex- 
tra innings. 


“We are not,”-said Bill Lee, 
who pitched batting practice 
Thursday and is set to return — 
to the bullpen — n@kt week, ‘“‘do- 
ing the things that won for us 
last year,” a statement virtually 
every player on the team sub- 
scribes to, with varying ex- 
planations. 


Turning it around? For a long 
while, the pitching was worse 
than suspect, and, when it was 
not, the hitting was dreadful. 
Having more or less reached a 
happy medium in those two crit- 
ical areas of late, Darrell John- 
son’s charges have still not rec- 
tified what has beaten them all 
year: fundamental mistakes, 
both defensively and on the 
basepaths. 

* * 

Jenkins had returned to vin- 
tage Fergie form on Tuesday to 
pitch yet another brilliant game 
— almost a shame, because Chi- 
cago’s Ken Brett was firing aw- 
fully well from the other side in 
addition to becoming the first 
full-game pitcher to bat for him- 
self for the duration of a contest 
since the adoption of the des- 
ignated hitter rule. 

Everyone was off to start mak- 
ing plans to bronze World Series 
gloves or something, then, be- 
fore the malaise returned anew 
on Wednesday afternoon. 

Dick Pole escaped a rocky first 
two innings trailing only 2-1, set-

tled down to near-brilliant form 
for a while, watched his team- 
mates tie it up — and then 
watched them give it back. 

First, there was a two-out fly 
ball in the Chicago eighth that 
Dwight Evans played, off his 
glove, into a triple, with pinch- 
runner Alan Bannister scoring 
from first base to put Chicago 
ahead. 

Then, in the ninth inning, 
with runners at first and second 
and nobody out, the Red Sox 
botched a chance to win it when 
Clell Hobson bunted into a force 
play. 

Johnson was asked about Hob- 
son’s bunting expertise; i.e., why 
not, say, a Doug Griffin in a 
situation which required a per- 
fect bunt? 

“Hobson did lay down a per- 
fect bunt,”’ he retorted. Sort of. 
“It’s just that they used that 
school-kid play [the third base- 
man charged the bunt and -the 
shortstop covered third], and he 
was supposed to either take it or 
try to chop it toward the short- 
stop hole. But it was a perfect 
bunt.” 


Perhaps. The fact remains 
that the next batter — Evans, 
singled to center, scoring one run 
instead of two, and the game was 
into extra innings. Or inning. 

“He called that a school-kid 
play?” asked one irate Red Sox 
player. “It worked, didn’t it? 
They were able to execute it and 
we weren’t. What the hell does 
that make him?” 

Three minutes later, with Jim 


‘Willoughby pitching, the Red 


Sox commenced an inning that 
more or less symbolizes the en- 
tire season: 


Bannister led off with a single, 
or so the official scorer claimed. 
It was a ground ball hit to his left 
that fell out of his glove, in front 
of him, to his right. Then Jorge 
Orta hit a two-hopper back to 
the mound that Willoughby, 
Burleson, and Cecil Cooper man- 
aged to spend enough time hand- 
ling that the double play was 
avoided successfully. A strike- 
out later, Orta stole second when 
Pudge Risk bounced the throw 
somewhere behind the pitcher’s 
mound, necessitating a walk to 
Jim Spencer. Then the Immor- 
tal Jim Essian singled to right, 
and, with Orta waved around 
third, Captain Carl Yastrzem- 
ski’s throw was there a half-doz- 
en steps ahead of the runner. 
Only Fisk somehow neglected to 
catch it. A batter later, the hard- 
hitting Bucky Dent swatted a 
broken-bat single into center for 
two more runs, and I ask you, 
can anyone remember anything 
like that happening in 1975? 

* * 

That both game pitchers on 

the Boston side were more than a 


little dismayed with the official 
scoring is certainly understand- 
able. “After all,” pointed out 
Willoughby, “when he takes a 
hit away from a batter, that’s 
just one hit, out of probably hun- 
dreds of at-bats. When he gives 
him a hit like that, he gives me 
three earned runs, and that’s 25 


percent of what I’ve given up all 
year.” 

That Sox players are becom- 
ing more and more concerned 
with individual stats as a repeat 
pennant becomes increasingly 
elusive is also understandable: it 
is what they will have to talk 
about come contract time, and 


even Darrell Johnson echoed this 
sentiment when a fifth-inning 
rally pulled out a win from Tall 
Boy Jones, scant minutes after 


_he had been removed from the 


Bi 


game with the score tied 4-4. 
“We owed him a win or two,” the 
manager pointed out. 

“Too Tall,” his teammates 
were shouting, “your new name 
is Back Door.” 

The exuberance in the club- 
house reminded one of pennant- 
clinching day, with even the 
same cast of heroes: the captain 
had led the way with a two-run 
homer, Fisk had broken out of a 
drought with three hits and, 
more significant, a pair of RBIs, 
Freddy Lynn had scored three of 
the runs and Jim Rice had 
knocked in one of them, not to 
mention Cleveland’s spectacu- 
lar relief job. 

But there was something mis- 
sing, nonetheless, and it seemed 
more ominous still when I 
walked out of a boisterously cele- 
brating Sox clubhouse on Thurs- 
day night fully an hour after the 
game was over and nobody once 
asked the score of the Yankees’ 
game.... 

“Oh God,” goes the song,

schooner Zawisa Czarny and the 
British hermaphrodite brig Erg, 
among others, before making a 
futile dash down the Sound try- 
ing to catch Canada’s Barbra 
Negra — we had a guy aboard 
shooting for a Canadian mag- 
azine — headed for Mamaro- 
neck. 

From midmorning on we had 
had the State of Maine’s sister 
ship, the Empire State, both in 
sight and in radio contact; her 
crew seemed rather bewildered 
by the entire proceedings and at 


one point had called to another 


ship several miles ahead of her 
inquiring about the small boat 
traffic. 

“Jesus,” came back the exas- 
perated reply. “Just close your 


“Yeah, I know,” said the Em- 
pire State’s deck officer. “I threw 
the radar over the side about an 
hour ago.” 

After a brief excursion around 
Hempstead Harbor, which con- 
tained the Dutch schooner Ar- 
temis, the Gefion, from the Cay- 
man Islands, and the Sir Win- 
ston Churchill, we headed for 
port at King’s Point, there to 
pass the evening tied up along- 
side the schooner America, a 


-million-dollar replica of the 1858 


yacht for which the America’s 
Cup is named. 

Suffice it to say that Great 
Neck, Long Sdend does not rate 
very high on my list of liberty 
ports. We wound up that night 
closing something called the 
Night Owl, a “Disco Deli,” 
which, the owner’s card adds, 
“you've got to see to believe,” an 
understatement. 

By midmorning Saturday, the 
earliest of the B and C vessels 
were already making their way 
toward the Throg’s Neck Bridge, 
our rendezvous point for the trip 


down the East River. We lay to 


there for perhaps two hours and 
then proceeded to overtake most 
of them on our way south, which 
was certainly the show of the 
weekend: over half of them were 
under sail, even as they tacked 
their way through Hell’s Gate, 
including the Antiguan Free- 
lance — which had made the 
voyage with an all-black crew re- 
plete with a steel band playing 
on deck; Freelance was almost 
certainly the only vessel taking 
part in Operation Sail which had 
taken part in the Dunkirk eva- 
cuation. 

As we made the sweep around 
Governor’s Island and headed 
back up the Hudson for our 
berth there, suddenly. the sail- 
ing ships were gone from view; in 
their place lay seemingly dozens 
of warships from 22 different 
countries — a change that was 
made all the more complete 
when we hit a squall line just 
north of Governor’s of sufficient 
force to blow out a windshield on 
the bridge. (Once again, we were 
lucky; three days hence a tor- 
nado struck the same location.) 


* * * 
The spectacle the next day 


was magnificent i in its own right, 
but it wasn’t Newport. Far from 
the uncertainty of searching the 
oceans south of Narragansett 
Bay for the sign of billowing 
sails, the Tall Ships steamed, 
like clockwork, up the Hudson, 
to the thunderous cheers of seven 
million watching  people.. Very 
few of the ships set sail at all — 
and then, it was invariably for 
show, with a few staysails here 
and there just to make it look 
good. (Even Eagle, leading the 
parade as the host ship, kept her 
fore-and main courses furled on 
her way up the river.) - 

(It is probably also valid to re- 
mark that while the while the 
white-and-red-striped Coast 
Guard cutters in Rhode Island 
had seemed innocuous enough, it 
is downright ominous to see New 
York harbor when it is filled with 
warships of half the world’s nav- 
ies.) 

It was a spectacle, yes, but it 
was hardly the sight we'd seen a 
few days earlier — and one sus- 
pects that Boston will be less so. 
Nonetheless, it was the Fourth of 
July, and occasionally the feel- 
ing was there. It hasn’t been for a 
long time. 


The anticipated protest 
against the Chilean torture ship 
Esmeralda appeared to have 
been, for the most part, defused 
— between the heavy security 
and the patriotic fervor of the 
day. The irony of the situation, 
of course, was that no one had 
suggested that the teen-aged 
cadets sailing the Esmeralda had 
tortured anybody, so that, in ef- 
fect, the protestors were ascrib- 
ing guilt or sin or whatever to the 
ship itself. 

That may or may not be real- 
istic, but I wonder how many of 
them — or, indeed, how many of 
the superpatriots madly cheer- 
ing this Bicentennial Armada — 
were aware that fully a third of 
the Class A Tall Ships they were 
honoring had flown under Axis 
flags a generation ago .~~-inclut 
ding both Russian ships. Kru- 
zenshtern was the Padua, and 
Tovarishch the Gorch Fock I. 
Nippon Maru was the sail train- 
ing flagship of the Imperial 
Navy, while Sagres sailed for 
Germany. Christian Radich was 
a Nazi submarine ship, Dar Par- 
moza was interned by the Ger- 
mans in the North Sea, and the 
US Coast Guard’s Eagle, which 
led the whole parade, once flew 
the Nazi flag as the Horst 
Wessel.

And finally, wearily contem- 
plating the end of an exhausting 
weekend (we had since departed 
the King’s Pointer for a sixth- 
floor view from Nick Browne’s 
apartment overlooking the Hud- 
son at a party peopled mostly by 
journalists, mariners, and as- 
sorted barroom types), one could 
not help pondering: had Jef- 
ferson, Adams, and Hancock 
been sitting there overlooking 
the litter-strewn streets, Henry 
Hudson’s River clogged with 
awesome ships.of war, and the 
sun setting over the ghastly rub- 
ble that is Hoboken, might they 
not have wondered whether 
it had been worth it after all? O

No longer a babbling Brooks

Beware of Borscht Belt outa! Mel 
Brooks, who in Young Frankenstein paro- 
died the classic horror film, has done 
much the same for the silent B picture in 
Silent Movie. And he hasn’t missed a 
trick. The plot is vintage camp melo- 
drama: director Mel Funn (Brooks), 
washed up by booze, attempts a come- 
back by making a silent movie with Lots 
of Stars that will save a film company 
from the greedy paws of a villainous con- 
glomerate called Engulf and Devour. 
There’s a bad guy (Harold Gould from 
Rhoda, who literally foams at the mouth), 
the sexy broad (Bernadette Peters) sent to 
entrap Funn (“We'll stop Funn with sex”’) 
but who falls in love “with the lit- 
tle lug” instead, and the obligatory chase 
scene. The film is beautifully shot (in 
color as sunny as California), and the 
much-vaunted excesses of previous 
Brooks movies have been drastically trim- 
med. The upshot is studious, mild-man- 
nered and carefully wrought. It’s also, by 
far, Mel Brooks's least funny film. 

What we’ve come to expect from Brooks 
is a kind of huggermugger that tops even 
the anarchy of the Marx Brothers. 
Brooks’s most hilarious films, The Pro- 
ducers and Blazing Saddles, were hay- 
wire in the sense that they kept shorting 
out and then connecting again in electric 
bursts. Such a rhythm lends itself to 
comedy, creating and resolving tension, 
making us nervous and needing to laugh, 
and then giving us something to laugh 
about. But such fits and starts were not so 
much by design as they were a reflection 
of both Brooks’s Nightclub of the Absurd 
mind-set and his lack of directorial skill. 
What made Brooks’s and Carl Reiner’s 
2000 Year Old Man albums so devasta- 


ting was Brooks’s careening stream-of- 
consciousness, his willingness simply to 
open his mouth and let the devil take the 
hindmost. Because Brooks was a gag 
writer by trade-he knew precisely how to 
make this kind of comedy work, and so his 
albums rarely failed. He brought the same 
modus operandi to movies, but lacking 
that same sure skill in a new medium, 
Brooks rubbed us the wrong way as often 
as he tickled. In Silent Movie, alas, he 
does neither, 

The key to Brooks’s devolution is his 
history as a gag writer. Like so many other 
Jewish funnymen, Brooks in the ’40s en- 
tertained in the Borscht Belt hotels of the

Catskills. The Borscht Belt brand of 
humor was decidedly low-brow, full of 
toilet jokes and non-stop punchlines. It 
was nervous, pushy, Duddy Kravitz 
humor, with its roots in the Old World 
and the Lower East Side. In the 1950s, 
both the’ slightly more refined Jewish 
comedy of Burns and Allen and Jack 
Benny, which had made its way up 
through radio, and the boisterous Cat- 
skills humor of Milton Berle and Sid 
Caesar enjoyed enormous popularity on 
television. Brooks wrote for Caesar and, 
though the shtick was toned-down a bit 
for television, the wonderful earthiness re- 


-mained. Caesar portrayed rumpled, 


fraudulent professors and bewildered 
Everymen with raucous, unforgettable 
overstatement. The kinescopes of the old 
Show of Shows clearly reveal Caesar as 
the prototype for Zero Mostel in The Pro- 
ducers and Dom DeLuise in The Twelve 
Chairs and Blazing Saddles. (Brooks ac- 
knowledges his debt in Silent Movie by 
casting Caesar as the “Current Studio 
Chief” of Big Pictures.) 

Although such humor was not looked 
down upon, neither was it looked up to. 
Learning and the professions are what 
Jewish-American culture prizes most, and 
a son who became a gag writer surely was 
not pleasing his mother — unless, of 
course, he was making money, in which 
case the only person he might not have 
been pleasing was himself. Woody Allen 
and Neil Simon were gag-writing con- 
temporaries of Brooks; Allen wrote for Sid 
Caesar and both wrote for The Gary 
Moore Show (which also spawned Carol 

Burnett). Like Brooks, they have earned 
fame and. fortune because they are the 
best gag writers in the business. Allen’s

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George Romero his act 


The Crazies could use some more ketchup

Will skill and craftsmanship 
ruin George Romero? The ques- 
tion is raised by The Crazies (at 
the Kenmore), the latest creep 
show by the maker of the 1968 
cult hit, Night of the Living 
Dead. Epics of the “walk softly 
and carry a big chainsaw” genre’ 
aside, Dead is the most grue- 
some — and most terrifying — 
horror picture this side of Linda 
Blair’s swim in her own slime. 
Indeed, the recent rash of hack- 


em-ups' owes much to this’ 


sleeper made on a shoestring 
budget of $110,000 (Logan’s 
Run, by comparison, cost $8 mil- 
lion) in, of all places, Pitts- 
burgh. Dead pulls no punches in 
its account of a Hotel-style group 
of strangers packed together in a 
farmhouse besieged by flesh-eat- 
ing zombies. It’s poorly filmed, 
the script is clumsy and the act- 
ing embarrassing, but the black- 
and-white amateurishness and 
the banality of its characters 
give the movie a documentary 
quality (Romero’s chief occupa- 
tion is documentary-making) 
that only heightens the terror, 
and the picture’s superficial re- 
semblance to shlocky shockers of 
the ’50s makes its no-holds- 
barred approach all the more 
galvanizing. 

By contrast, The Crasién § is a 
mild and refined yarn about a 
town that falls prey to a psycho- 
sis-causing virus. Filmed in the 
tawdriest color on location in 
Evans City, Pa., it’s hardly a 
horror story at all. Like Dead, it 
opens on an unnerving note: a 
cute little boy in pajamas is try- 
ing, with a flashlight and eerie 


sounds, to scare his younger sis- 
ter as they play together at home 
in the middle of the night. Sud- 
denly they come upon their fa- 
ther, in the throes of violent 
madness, ripping the house 
apart and setting it on fire. 
Much of this scene is very 
characteristic of Romero. In his 
films we are always viewing a 
phenomenon, witnessing a spec- 
tacle; the scene’s chilling flat- 


‘ness and the candid, oddly de- 


tached camera call to mind 


Dead's scary mundanity. But ‘al-* be 


ready The Crazies is holding 


back: we never see the father do © 


anything except jump around 
and demolish his pantry shelves. 
The wife he has done in was off- 
camera, and the scene ends with 
the children unharmed. It’s all so 
mild, so mannerly. The Romero 
of Dead would have made the 
cute little boy the one to run 
lethally berserk, and would have 
had him attack his pathetically 
frightened sister. That probably 
would have ‘me f my 
at. 


In The Crazies’ other horror - 
scenes, Romero excels — unfor- 
tunately, there aren’t many of 
them. Instead, he attempts to 
depict a town under siege, both 


‘by the virus that has con- 


taminated its water-supply and 
by the panicky military attach- 
nient, outfitted in gas masks and 
white bacteriological warfare 
suits (a nice touch which makes 
them look rather like maraud- 
ing Ku Klux Klansmen), which 
is sent to quarantine the col-

— its rebellious inhabitants. 
This approach plucks The Cra- 


zies out of the horror genre and | 
plops it into much deeper water: .

Second Sight 


by David Rosenbaum 

Film criticism is mostly a mat- 
ter of modifiers, and one of the 
most overused adjectives is 
“‘poetic.”” I remember one film, 
Elvira Madigan (1967), which 
was compared so frequently to a 
romantic poem (of the “host of 
golden daffodil” variety) that 
one half éxpected to swoon in its 
ethereal presence. I bolted out of 
the theater for a breath of fresh 
air after about 30 minutes of per- 
fumery. 

The late Pier Paolo Pasolini 
defined a poetic cinema as one 
that drew its images from the 
world of dreams and memories; 
images derived from “the ges- 
tures and signals by which we 
communicate in an informative 
and objective way” produce a 
cinema of prose. Note that Paso- 
lini is essentially discussing con- 
tent, not presentation or tech- 
nique. All the gauze-covered 
lenses in the world can not dis- 
guise the fact that Elvira was, au 
fond, prosaic. 

When Jean Cocteau was mak- 
ing Beauty and the Beast (1946), 
a dreamy film if ever there was 
one, he wrote in his production 
diary that the single effect he 
strove hardest for was sharp- 
edged clarity. He believed that 
the closer he came to a natur- 
alistic presentation of the magi- 
cal, the more poetic his film 
would become. If one keeps both 
Pasolini’s and Cocteau’s defini- 
tions in mind, the term “poetic” 
becomes a useful critical tool. 

The Magnificent Ambersons 
(1942), screening July 14 through 
17 at the Orson Welles with — 
what else? — Citizen Kane 
(1941), is Orson Welles’s most 


personal, most poetic worke 


Using, voice-over narrative (“In 


those days . . .”) which sets the 
film’s events in a past that van- 
ishes as one watches it, Amber- 
sons drowns in the director’s ego- 
centric nostalgia for an age 
ostensibly of beauty, grace and 
manners. Welles is too much the 
modern to avoid commenting on 
the materialism of his turn-of- 
the-century, middle-American 
paradise, but the satire is con- 
tinually undercut by the magnif- 
icence of its representation. 
Long, elegant tracking shots 
through the Amberson manse 
carress rich wooden balustrades 
and catch the light refracted 
through weighty chandeliers. 
And when Welles crosscuts be- 
tween a coughing Tin Lizzie and 
a sleigh flashing through a lovely 
snow sprinkle as Bernard Her- 
mann’s score tinkles behind it, 
well, Welles’s sentiments ° are 
never really in doubt. 
4 * * 

- But The Magnificent Amber- 
sons ultimately degenerates into 
a poetry of the “roses are red” 
variety. Welles’s defenders say 
the film’s silly, dishonest ending 
(boy gets girl, generational con- 
flicts are magically resolved) was 
contrived by the studio and not 
Welles, who dropped the project 
before the final cut. True 
enough, Welles split for Mexico, 


telegraming incoherent editing 


instructions that were impos- 
sible to follow. So they were ig- 
nored, But the concluding, 
studio-produced sequences. are 
completely faithful to Booth 
Tarkington’s novel, and Welles 
frequently avowed that he loved 
the book and did not intéad to 


_alter it one iota. 


*

is Fritz hang’ 


M (1931), at the Welles July 11 
through 13. Lang’s story is about 
a child murderer (Peter Lorre in 


his first major role) pursued by 


both the police and the under- 
world. The film’s space is jagged, 
and areas are broken up into 
diagonals as Lorre, filmed from 
above, dashes down dead-end 
alleys and up spiral staircases 
like a rat trapped in a maze. The 
content — paranoia, murder and 
obsession — derives from 
dreams, but Lang employs no ex- 
pressionist tricks, no dissolves, 
no double exposures, no sym- 
bols that are not to be found in 
the real world. Lorre’s path- 
ology is readily and clearly visu- 
alized. 

In one sequence, Lorre, whist- 
ling the tune from Peer Gynt 
that announces his. psychic dis- 
turbance, accosts a little girl. 


They walk a distance 


when the girl stops before a store 
window to admire the shiny ob- 


‘ jects inside. It is a cutlery store 


and we see in the glass the re- 
flection, ringed by knives, of 
Lorre’s face. The shot is poetic, a 
dream-derived image, yet ren- 
dered within the parameters of 
naturalism. 

M’s original title, Morder 
Unter Uns (Murderer Among 
Us), was changed by Lang’s 
studio for fear of offending the 


tender feelings of the up-and-— 


coming National Socialists. 
Lang protested, somewhat fatu- 
ously, that the film had nothing 
to do with the Nazis. The head of 
the underworld in M, however, is 
a crew-cut blond, in leather 
trenchcoat and leather gloves, 
who carries a swagger stick and 
incites his fellow hoods to exter- 
minate Lorre. Lang’s bad dream

Either way it seems hardly 
better than instant camp, worth 
only a snigger if you feel like be- 
ing superior to a movie or to the 
adolescents it portrays.

different sort of poetic cinema, .; endearing revelationg of beauty.

These happy surprises are the 
work of cinematographer Robert 
Jessup. Indeed, the opening of 
the film suggests an imagina- 
tion that most of the rest of 
Drive-In unhappily ignores. 
With a couple of shots — an 
opening that quickly tracks up to 


the drive-in screen and then . 


shows it as a contemporary 
monolith badly in need of re- 
pair, and a much later helicop- 
ter view of the whole town amid 
the brown plains of West Texas 
— Jéssup laconically estab- 
lishes the drive-in as the terri- 
tory’s one forlorn social center, 
where everyone gathers for an 
evening’s uncertain, eccentric 
and sometimes debased capers. 

These adventures are much

lini’s “The Poet.” I think the 
Italians mean they can’t under- 
stand either one. of them. Cer- 
tainly; if. Fellini’s La Dolce Vita 
(1959) can be compared to any- 
thing in literature, it is to Eliot’s 
Wasteland. Unfortunately, Fel- 
lini had no Ezra Pound, no mig- 
lior fabbro, to-edit out the irrele- 
vancies in the work, and La 
Dolce Vita is overlong, confused 
and frequently dull. That it is 
nevertheless a very important 
film is indisputable. 

Fellini transforms Neo-Realist 
prose into poetry by stuffing his 
mise-en-scene with symbols 
while jettisoning the plot. The 
film begins with a saint’s statue 
being lofted by a helicopter over 
Rome, and. it ends with a close- 
up of the eye of a dead fish. In 
between, Marcello Mastroianni, 
as a gossip columnist, goes to 
parties, falls in superficial love 
with various women repre- 
senting the Italian trinity (mo- 
ther, wife and whore), and gen- 
erally searches for meaning in a 
decadent. society. What it all 
leads to is rather unclear, but 
Fellini succeeded in creating a 
dark, spooky kind of modern 
world that would become de 
rigueur for the “serious” films of 
the ’60s.

Shaw may have considered his 
most trifling social _correspon- 
dence more literary than the 
bulk of les belles lettres, but 
even he might have chortled into 
his V-8 juice over all this Bicen- 
‘tennializing of The Devil’s Dis- 
ciple. Written in 1897 and set in 
an unlikely Websterbridge, New 
Hampshire circa 1777, this is one 
of Shaw’s most popular plays 
(possibly because it’s so short) 
‘but hardly his finest. A droll, 
melodramatic jangling of the 
Puritan myth, The Devil’s Dis- 
ciple is a Shavian fribble rather 

-than a monument. And the Loeb 
revival captures engagingly the 
ironic spirit of the work: stylisti- 


_ cally, the production rides the 


line dividing sobriety and spoof 
like some revolutionary Mary 
Hartman, Mary Hartman. And 
the Shavian satire and soapbox- 
ing have been neatly arranged in 
elaborate Arthur Fiedler pack- 
age out of which leap patriotic 
gimcracks ranging from mili- 
tary show-and-tell with God- 
and-country Muzak to a token 
Redskin trundled out, quite in- 
explicably, for the gala gallows 
finale. After all, whence Ameri- 
cana without Squanto? 

What appears to have fasci- 
nated Shaw was a dubious his- 
torical footnote: evidently, the 
British plan to surround and 
strangle the New England colo- 
nies was thwarted when a Lon- 
don bureaucrat ducked out early 
one Friday, neglecting to dis- 
pense news of the master-plan to 
all the principals. So it was that 
General “‘Gentlemanly Johnny” 
Burgoyne marched to meet a 
Howe who hadn’t even been in- 
vited and wound up having to 
surrender at Saratoga. Such are 
the vagaries of war, an institu- 
tion Shaw found as loathsome 
and lambastable as hypocrisy. 
He was doubtless enamored of 
the notion that if anything could 
out-clutz burgeoning democ- 
racy, it would be the British War 
Office. 

To the spectacle of a Bur- 
goyne perplexed but managing 
nevertheless to orchestrate the 
brutal absurdities of his profes- 
sion with the pragmatic aplomb 
of GBS at a garden party, Shaw 
tacked on melodramatic sus- 
pense and an ironic twist. He ex- 
propriated the hokey particu- 
lars of the popular cliffhanger: 
the orphan of the storm, the vir- 
tuous, sick old mum, and the 
blind belief that Virtue will out. 
Then he played havoc with the 
cliches in order to riddle the 
shams of rote religion and any 
other dictates save those of the 
individual conscience and the 
Life Force. The “upstanding” 
widow Dudgeon adheres to God’s 
law with a grudging vengeance; 
necessary good deeds are 
squeezed from her tiny heart like 
toothpaste from an empty tube. 
Most of the God-fearing charac- 
ters, in fact, are either too nar- 
row or too naive to know better, 
while the ostensible villain, a 
likable brigand who promotes 
himself as “the devil’s dis- 
ciple,” is the only character ca- 
pable of heroism and, aside from 
Burgoyne and the local parson 
turned activist, the only one with 
a shred of humanity or self- 
awareness. 

What with the. Revolution 
sneaking up on sleepy Webster- 
bridge, the Dudgeons dropping 
like flies at the whim of either 
the spat-upon monarch or a 
Jehovah, and assorted

love fires flickering capriciously 
in the comely bosom of the 
minister’s wife, The Devil’s Dis- 
ciple is action-packed. In addi- 


_ tion to the farcical Redcoat 


pomp, there is much im- 
plausible circumstance culmi- 
nating in the seizure of Satan’s 
urbane accomplice, fortuitously 
mistaken for the Reverend, to be 
hanged “as an example.” The 
only scene in the play that boasts 
a modicum of Shavian luster, in 
fact, is Dick’s court martial. 
Strictly a formality, of course — 
and ‘an excuse to bring on 
“Gentlemanly Johnny,” who 
steals the show with pronounce- 
ments like “Martyrdom, sah, is 
the only way a man can become 
famous without ability.” If ele- 
gance were the test of a soldier’s 
mettle (and Shaw would cer- 
tainly be in favor of substituting 
verbal one-upmanship for more 
routine carnage), the other bozos 
here would be wasting their com- 
missions in the guardhouse while 
Burgoyne and roguish Dick Dud- 
‘geon ruled the world. 

There are, sparkling in this 
pastiche of love and death and 
military bumbling, baubles of 
Shavian thought, but the 
characters are pretty two-dimen- 
sional — even Burgoyne is all 
dash. The dialogue, however, is 
full of irony, and director 
Richard Edelman makes sure 
not a jot is overlooked; the 
timing is wonderful. And the 
cast is as polished as the pewter 
on the Dudgeon mantle: John 
Glover is a magnetic, larger- 
than-life Richard Dudgeon; 
Robert Murch a sound Rever- 
end Anderson; James Valentine 
a sublimely antiseptic Bur- 
goyne. This may not be Heart- 
break House, but in this tongue- 
in-cheek,, pyrotechnical produc- 
tion, even second-rate Shaw 
makes for first-rate entertain- 
ment. re)

an old pantaloon. But despite 
the director’s faulty logic, the 
idea might have worked. Pan- 
talone, the rich, foolish and lech- 
erous old merchant, fits Gremio 
very well indeed, especially as 


played by Harris Gershman, 


whose feisty performance is this 


Shrew’s best; likewise Tranio, 


the wily servant of Bianca’s fav- 
orite swain, Lucentio, corres- 
ponds to the commedia’s Brigh- 
ella. But other portrayals are less 
successful. Dr. Lombardi and 
Baptista, father of the shrew, 
make an arbitrary match; Coluc- 
ci in no way brings out the “‘doc- 
tor” in him, and he saddles the 
poor fellow with a stuttering 
shtick that is tiresome at its first 
appearance and grows more so. 
Most delusive of all is the mer- 
ger of Petruchio’s dim servant, 
Grumio, as Arlecchino. Beneath 
his motley garb and foppish 
stance, this Grumio never cap- 
tures the traditional .Harle- 
quin’s wit, dexterity or lovesick- 
ness. 

However strained, the com- 
media notion might have proved 
feasible if Colucci had not 
stylized the staging so severely. 
The players must deliver all 
their lines directly to the aud- 
ience as if in an endless string of 
asides; this gimmick is distanc- 


ing, numbing. Worse, because 


the characters don’t speak to 
each other, the sense of inter- 
relationship among them dis- 
solves. In the end, they are ex- 
clusively ‘“‘stock,”’ cardboard fi- 


gures, a kind of chorus line of . 


stand-up comics. Indeed, Coluc- 
ci likes to line them up horizon- 
tally, facing the audience, and 
then switch them around as if 
they were ducks in a shooting 
gallery. At one point Petruchio, 
at one end of the chain, shouts 
an ostensible sotto aside to Hor- 
tensio at the other. 


The Open Door’s Dream, by 
contrast, is so conventional, if 
craftsmanlike, that it’s just the 
least bit dull. The caliber of the 
acting is, for the most part, high: 
Thomas Clewell’s Puck is gang- 
ly and goofy; Allen Wasser- 
man’s Oberon is good-humored- 
ly regal; Ann Shea’s Helena has 
an endearingly strident Laverne 
and Shirley edge; and W. Perry 
Barton makes of Bottom a Dav- 
id Nivenish sort, playing him as 
a phlegmatic, competent type 
who, for all his braying, remains 
as level-headed during his Ti- 
tanic delirium as before. The 
athletic machinations of the lov- 
ers are arduous indeed, in the 
manner of Peter Brook. | 

Unfortunately, the Pyramus 
and Thisbe segment fails to 
plumb the rich humor therein; 
there is something embarras- 
sing, too, about Mikhail Dru- 
han’s peek-a-boo costumes. But 
when the sun finally sets, the 
candles are lit, the sprites come 
streaming down the hillside and 
it’s just you and the gnats, it all 
makes for a dreamy midsum- 
mer’s night.

“I’m 72 years old and retired,” 
he says between numbers, -“‘and 
I’m out here every night when 
the spirit moves me. I try to keep 
it simple stuff, ‘cause they know 
it and they’ll throw in a quarter.

Musical accompania- 
ment is provided by two percus- 
sionists, one of whom vaguely re- 
sembles a young Meher Baba, 
who laid down a metrically shift- 


ing commentary with an assort- 


ment of bongos, congas, gongs, 
whistles, bells, shakers and 
claves. 

The Jugglers are easily the 
most polished outfit among the 
Harvard Square show people. 
They have their own logo on a 
sign in front of the percussion- 
ists and distribute publicity bro- 
churés to anyone interested in 
hiring them for a fair, club, party 
or an event such as the New Eng- 
land Letter Carrier’s Ball at 
Symphony Hall, at which they 
recently appeared. 

Across the street, in the al- 
cove next to the Brattle Theatre, 
one sees the faint glow of what 
seems to be a campfire light. It is 
a duo in ragamuffin garb and 
clown make-up, seeking to en- 
tice the crowd with a bit of fire- 
eating. 

The Shakespeare Brothers, Al 
and Steve, combine slapstick

Elton John: King revenge 


Powder burns in Foxboro.

If any of our various and sun- 
dry mad Bicentennial bombers 
had struck at Schaefer Stadium 
on the night of the Fourth, it’s 
quite possible no one would have 
noticed. Indeed, for all I know all 
the mad bombers were there — 
with spangles on. 

A crisp half moon hanging in a 
cloudless summer sky over- 
looked .this most curious of 
events: crammed into a football 
stadium -were 60,000-plus teeny- 
boppers, all turned out in their 
Elton John T-shirts and sun vi- 
sors and busily showering sky- 
rockets,, Roman candles and an 
occasional cherry bomb down on 
one another while awaiting the 
appearance of their idol, the la- 
test incarnation of King George’s 
revenge, coming with what the 
advance hype had promised to 
be a bag of tricks, more than a 
year in the making, to rival Fied- 
ler and his howitzers. 

It wasn’t quite that. The Pops 
may not jump on pianos, but El- 
ton’s gimmickry proved a poor 
match — in terms of intensity, if 
not enjoyment — for the spon- 
taneous display of exuberant in- 
sanity exhibited by his patrons. 

It was, I’m afraid, the first 
time I’ve felt immediately ali- 
enated from a rock concert au- 
dience. Does it mean I’m getting 
old when, instead of grooving on 
the sight of fireworks exploding 
randomly in the crowd, I’m 
worrying and wondering if any 
eyes have been put out? Prob- 
ably. 

I never realized 15-year-olds 
were so goddam patriotic. I 
mean, these kids brought more 


firepower into Schaefer Sta- 
dium than the Marines took to 
Iwo Jima. (And how was it, I 
wondered, that the goons at the 


gate very nearly confiscated a. 


pair of oranges from my friend 
Phil yet somehow allowed in 
enough concealed gunpowder to 
sink a flotilla.of Tall Ships? A 
naive question, I guess.) 

The seemingly (and disap- 
pointingly) bare stage — flanked 
only by Old Glory and the Un-

ion Jack — was suddenly and 
magically transformed when E]l- 

nm, resplendent in your basic 

tatue of Liberty suit, ap- 
peared, his presence announced 
simply and eloquently by the ig- 
nition of a mammoth, green-red- 
white pyrotechnic caricature of 
his unassuming self. He was 
wheeled out, perched on his pia- 
no atop a moving, carpeted 
stage, and was greeted by a mad 


glowing freon tubes and hun- 
dreds of strobe-like popping 
flashbulbs. “Elton John,” pro- 
claimed the stage backdrop, 
“louder than Concorde ... but 
not quite as pretty.” 

He opened with a deafening 
rendition of “Grow Some Funk,” 
swung immediately into a spell- 
binding ‘“‘Goodbye Yellow Brick 
Road” and — here’s good news 
— his stage presence and sound 
system, so loud that even the 


solo piano numbers were nerve- 
jangling, sure as hell upstaged 
all those clowns with their fire- 
works. 
Temporarily. 
Elton plowed through “Island 


*. Girl,” “Rocket Man” and “Ben- 


nie and the Jets’’ before the com- 
pulsory, if impressive, crowd dis- 
play of countless lit matches and 
cigarette lighters held aloft grad- 
uated into programs, newspa- 
pers and waxed soft drink con- 
tainers, all cheerily ablaze. The — 
kids were effectively (and ingen- 
iously) employing pyromania to 
steal the show back from Elton.

RAMONES 
(Sire) 

On first listening to the Ra- 
mones’ sub-cretinous lyrics and 
indefatigable exploitation of the 
same four chords, I was ready to 
lump the experience with other 
neurasthenic pain-pleasures 
such as watching my laundry 
spin-dry or attending to air-con- 
ditioner noise. Gazing at the 
little vinyl grooves swirling 
around was about as much fun as 
actually lowering the needle and 
playing the thing. By my second 
hearing, I had gained some en- 
thusiasm and thought, well, yes, 
this pack of churlish gutter- 
snipes is surely in the grand tra- 
dition of “primitive” punk- 
rockers like Iggy and the Stooges 
and the New York Dolls — a re- 
crudescence of rock’s true spirit 
in all its rawness and vitality. 
The Ramones, unvarnished and 
abrasive, would scrape away the 
waxy yellow build-up of too 
many string arrangements and 
silly love songs, flush out my sen- 
sibility and, after a few obliga- 
tory spins, never grace my stereo 
again. But it wasn’t that simple: 
I kept returning to. the lp and 
masochism mysteriously began 
to turn into something ap- 
proaching genuine enjoyment. 

First of all, the Ramones are 
different from most punk groups. 
There’s nothing really anarchic 
or cacophonous about their mu- 
sic. The guitar, drums and bass, 
instead of going off in all direc- 
tions, are mixed below the vo- 
cals and form a unit of seeming- 
ly monolithic simplicity that al- 
ways manages to be propulsive if 
not variegated. The vocals them- 
selves borrow not so much from 
Iggy’s or Doll David Johann- 
sen’s stridency as from the sing- 
song opacity of Eno, so the 
“raw” and “vital” cliches can’t 
really be used to describe them. 
What does distinguish the Ra- 
mones from mainstream fare is 
their utter lack of sentiment or 
exalted emotion. 

I doubt I’ve ever heard lyrics 
so selfish, mean and petty — es- 
pecially petty. Cuts are called 
“Beat On the Brat” or “Now I 
Wanna Sniff Some Glue” (the 
sleaziest of drug experiences — 


nothing romantic about that) 

and contain lyrics like “You're a 
loudmouth baby/ You better 
shut it up/ I’m going to beat you 
up.” Yet the Ramones do no- 
thing to glorify these attitudes; 
their songs portray the group as 
bored, scared and perplexed as 
well as impulsive and cruel. 
What’s more, the musical ac- 
companiment does nothing to 
obscure or elevate such con- 
cerns. The Ramones are not sa- 
tanic majesties; the evil here has 
a more human proportion.'They 
tap our hidden ordinary sadism 
— let us enjoy it — but at the 
same time are honest enough to 
throw the consequences in our 


faces.

IN THE POCKET (Warner 
Bros.) 

Carly Simon: ANOTHER 
PASSENGER (Elektra) 

The life of a confessional song- 
writer isn’t easy or, when it is, 
the songs suffer. Analyzing pain 
and the bad times brings dis- 
tance, peace and the pleasure 
that comes from turning life’s 
disasters into profits, but close- 
ly watched serenity is apt to 
curdle. Both James Taylor’s In 
The Pocket and Carly Simon’s 
Another Passenger are full of the 
itch and the compromise that of- 
ten beset an autobiographer run 
aground on a shoal of the good 
life. Doubtful experiments and 
musical retreads are offered as 
replacements for inspiration. 

More fundamentally devasta- 
ting than security to both Tay- 
lor and Simon’s work is the way 
each is locked into a single per- 
spective, a rigidly delineated 
emotional range. Simon special- 
izes in the showy kinds of feel- 
ings: jealousy, anger, an aggres- 
sive rather than sensual sexual- 
ity. Her own lyrics on Another 
Passenger read rather well, but 
that’s all. Her musical and vo- 
cal talents are as flat as ever. 

Anger, on the other hand, or 
violent sexuality or a lust for re- 
venge, might be a welcome ad- 
dition to Taylor’s tasteful cata- 
logue of sweet regrets in which 
restraint lies like a well-wrought

lightful second-line music tradi- 
tion, popularly promulgated by 
the Meters and Dr. John, is one 
of the few ethnic music idiosyn- 
cracies in the US that still clings 
to life. In its root form, second- 
lining is the dance done at the fa- 
mous New Orleans funeral pro- 
cessions. During the Mardi Gras, 
groups of Afro-Indians dress up 
in ceremonial regalia and, 
whereas once the Indians fought 
it out with knives and pistols, 
now the battles are confined to 
dancing and sartorial displays. 
With a “wild man” leading the 
way and a big chief providing 
stately decorum, the 20 or so 
tribes still left in New Orleans 
become a combination of Phila- 
delphia Mummers, Blackstone 
Rangers and Soul: Train dan- 
cers. 1974’s The Wild Magno- 
lias, on Polydor, was an attempt 
to capture on wax the flavor of 
the Indians, but the current 
Wild Tchoupitoulas, with help 
from Allen Toussaint and the 
Meters, wins hands down as the 
most realized example of the sec- 
ond-line source. 

The Wild Magnolias’ suffered 
from dreary arrangements. Here, 
however, the Meters provide the 
underpinnings and several of the 
songs sound as if they could have 
been taken from recent Meters 
Ips. The music ranges from 
“fight” songs like “Meet De 
Boys On De Battle Front” (“the 
Wild Tchoupitobulas gonna 
stomp some rump”) to a eulogy 
for “Brother John” (“Brother 
John is gone/ And the rest of his 
gang/ They won’t bow and they 
won’t kneel”) and the Meters’ 
own’ “Hey Pock-A-Way” (sim- 
ply a popularization of a line 
that’s been around the Crescent 
City for decades).

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Does Sam Ervin hero? 


Not if you look at his votes

A GOOD MAN: THE LIFE OF 
SAM J. ERVIN by Dick Dab- 
ney; Houghton Mifflin; 356 pp; 
$12.50. 

Because of Watergate, Sen. 
ator Sam J. Ervin became some- 
thing of a pop hero: his face ap- 
peared on t-shirts, his best 
country-lawyer stories were dis- 


. tributed in a collection, and he 
- even did some records and a gig 


for the Bicentennial. But a year 
or two before, had his latter-day 
admirers known of Ervin at all, 
their comments would probably 
have been altogether negative — 
and they would have been right. 
No wonder he chose to get out of 
the US Senate when he did 
(1974); the getting was never go- 
ing to be so good again. 

Dick Dabney, a frequent con- 
tributor to the Washingtonian 
and more recently a novelist, was 
undoubtedly attracted to “The 
Senator” (nobody calls him 
Sam) because Ervin’s national 
prominence seemed likely to in- 
sure a considerable market to his 
first biographer.. And so Dab- 
ney, even though he disagreed 
(often violently) with Ervin’s 
stands on civil rights, Vietnam, 
Medicare and the like, and with 
his running in a Senate pack 
that included such frequently 
contemptible curmudgeons as 
Stennis of Mississippi and Rus- 
sell of Georgia, decided to go 
ahead. - 

He should have chosen an- 


. other senator. 


In brief, Dabney’s thesis is 
that Ervin isa good man, a. 
C gentleman (who would 
have ht:.a’ Washingtonian 
reporter would have ended up 
sounding like Anthony Trol- 
lope?) with a deep and abiding 
concern for humanity, one whose 
public standssomeliow and un-. 
accountably failed to “reflect the 
deep sense of human compas- 


-sion that he did in fact exhibit in 


his personal life.” In other words, 
it’s the old “Charles the First of 
England was a good family man, 
so let’s not chop off his head be- 
cause he was a rotten king” ar- 
gument applied to the former 
senior Senator from North Caro- 
lina. 

Mr. Dabney ought to know 
better — if a public man’s pub- 
lic actions don’t speak for him, 
then what. difference does it 
make whether he loves his wife 
and is good at keeping a vege- 
table garden (at both of which 
Ervin seems to excel)? It makes 
more sense to believe that the 
public man and the private man 
were more connected than Dab- 
ney suggests. After all, with good 
men such a supposition seems 
reasonable. 

Had Dabney taken this more 
cogent line, he would have had to 
do a lot more work than he has, 
particularly in examining Er- 
vin’s years in the North Caroli- 
na legislature and the decisions 
he handed down from both the 
superior and supreme courts of 
that state. Admittedly, this 
would have been fairly dry and 
tedious work, and while Dabney 
was doing it the market for an 
Ervin biography might have de- 
clined. Better, then, to rush the 
book into print, incomplete. As a 
result, however, the bulk of Er- 
vin’s professional career. is 
treated in.a ridi ly super- 


- ficial manner. 


What we do _-that, 
while sitting on the Superior 
Court, Ervin was prey to an in- 
tensely nervous stomach and la- 
ter to ulcers which were in- 
duced, so Dabney leads us to be- 
lieve, because he didn’t like pun- 
ishing poopie and positively ab- 


the death sentence. For a 


good man, the pressure became 
too much to bear. It is unfortu- 
nate that Ervin suffered from ul- 
cers, but isn’t what really mat- 
ters the opinions he delivered 
and the sentences he handed 
down? Dabney quotes only a 
paragraph or two from his rul- 
ings and indicates merely that 
they were generally conserva- 
tive. I’m sure they were. 
Indeed, Ervin’s career up to 
the very moment of Watergate 


Before Watergate, the Senator's 
record was conservative and 

was very conservative — conser- 
vative and undistinguished. 
While he was a hard worker he 
was not an imaginative one, and 
his, thinking — both in legisla- 
tive and judicial settings — al- 
ways reflected the beliefs of his 
late-Victorian and rural Ameri- 
can boyhood, beliefs, that-is, in 
the superiority of the Anglo-Sax- 
on “race” (Ervin’s a devotee of 
Kipling), in small government, 
states’ rights, private industry 
and the rest. Not only is this un- 
inspiring — most of it is down- 
right retrograde. 

Dabney, however, is able to 
formulate a defense of such be- 
liefs by claiming that the coun- 


try is faced by a struggle of epic | 


proportions between such men as 
Ervin and the new “‘machine-hu- 
mans” such as Nixon and the 
rest of the Watergate crew. Un- 
der the circumstances, it’s not 
surprising he opts for Ervin — 
wouldn’t anybody? The real 
question, however, is whether 
our options are so limited. Dab- 
ney’s assessment can scarcely be 
called a comprehensive look at. 
modern America. 

Inevitably, the highpoint of 
Dabney’s book is 


A loves to-exhibit herself, smug 


Ervin’s in- - 


volvement in the Watergate af- 
fair as chairman of the Senate 
Select Committee. For once the 
private and public Ervins rein- 
forced each other rather than 
standing at odds as Dabney sug- 
gests they had done throughout 
his career. Unfortunately, it’s 
not much of a highpoint: Dab- 
ney’s book hasn’t a crumb of new 
or interesting information. 

' Merely because the tides of 
history conspire to push a man to 
momentary national promi- 
nence is really no reason for sub- 
jecting readers to the lengthy 
tale of his previously colorless 
and downright dull career — 
much less cause for attempting 
to enshrine him as a hero in the 
national pantheon. Most biog- 
raphers of such individuals, how- 
ever, are unlikely to heed this. 
After all, think of\the money

Like some Redbook 
Hedda Gabler, she is hemmed in 
by a fear of surrender that alien- 
ates her from her sexual feel- 
ings. Unlike Hedda, though, 
Eleanor is too obtuse or too op- 
timistic to perceive the Sisyphe- 
an element in her life and work; 
thus she perseveres. She adapts 
but never changes; bends the * 
rules but never flouts them; and 
no matter what social, political 
or personal upheavals she must. 
accommodate, Eleanor never 
questions the basic beliefs with 
which she set out from “Miss 
Appleyard’s School”: that~so-. 
ciety is duty-bound to dole out 
happiness to all who wait, and 
that a beautiful girl who uses ra- 
ther than succumbs to her sex- 
uality can always make her way 
to. the head of the line. 

Eleanor shuns men to whom 
she is violently attracted, pre- 
ferring to exercise the same con- 
trol over her flirtations that she 
does over her pat fiction: a 
chance meeting with a man 
whom she comes to desire “ 
set her. At times she felt he was. 
touching on some great instabil- 
ity in her, a cold inky well in 
which the self she enjoyed would 
be lost.”” He says of her, ‘Why, 
you’re the most unawakened 
woman I ever. met.” (People talk 
like this throughout Miss Her- 
bert; you just have to get used to 
it.) Eyidently, it hardly occurs to 
Eleanor, scurrying from that

of Eleanor Brent is _painstak- 
ingly thorough, if sometimes la- 
borious.
